Researchers Tout 
Selenium As 
AIDS Treatment

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
new reading of HIV’s genetic 
code suggests that selenium may 
be beneficial in controlling the 
spread of infection, University of 
Georgia researchers said Friday, 
August 19. 

The identification of what may 
be new viral genes points to total¬ 
ly new approaches to both the 
study and treatment of AIDS, 
researchers reported in the 
Journal of Medicinal Chemistry. 

The genes, predicted by a 
computer analysis of the HIV’s 
genetic code, seem to require 
selenium to work. Notably, one of 
these genes might be a kind of

Ohio Researchers 
Tout Gold As 
HIV Treatment

CINCINNATI - Two 
University of Cincinnati re¬ 
searchers said Tuesday, August 23 
they believe a gold-based chemical 
slows the reproduction of HIV. 

Katherine Tepperman and her 
husband, Richard Elder, say 
dicyanogold is produced in 
human cells when they react to 
any of three medicines commonly 
used to treat rheumatoid arthritis. 

Tepperman and Elder present¬ 
ed their findings during a confer¬ 
ence in Milwaukee last week. 
U.C. filed for a patent in July to 
protect its rights to dicyanogold as 
an AIDS treatment. 

If further research verifies the 
results, gold might become the 
most significant development in

The flags of San 
Francisco fleW at half mast 
Monday, in honor of lesbian 
pioneer and leader Rikki 
Streicher, who died of can¬ 
cer on Sunday, August 21, 
at Garden Sullivan 
Hospital. She was 68. 

Streicher was the owner 
of Maud’s, a lesbian bar 
that was a community insti¬ 
tution from the day it 
opened in 1966 until it 
closed in 1989. 

An accomplished busi¬ 
nesswoman, Streicher also 
owned and operated several 
other popular venues during 
her career, including 
Amelia’s, a Valencia Street 
lesbian bar that had been a 
gay male strip joint - and 
eventually ended up as the 
Elbo Room, a straight sin¬ 
gles bar owned by Streicher 
until her death; Olive 
Oil’s, a bar at Pier 50; 
and one of the first gay 


bars in the Russian River 
resort area, Vieux Carre, 
which operated during the 
mid-1960s to late-1970s. 

Streicher was also 

deeply involved with 

numerous community 
groups during a half century 
of service as a community 
leader. Her leadership 
included service 
on the boards

Knows Nothing About the Subject

After conducting a six- 
month study of 18 lesbian 
couples, a team of 
researchers at the 
University of Turin, Italy, 
recently concluded that 
“our results support a non¬ 
existent risk of viral trans¬ 
mission” of HIV between 
two women. 

A number of 

HIV/AIDS advocates in 
the United States have 
criticized the study’s 
methodology, and some 
have even warned that dis¬ 


seminating the results 
could be dangerous. 

“I don’t think six 
months is long enough to 
study any group, no mat¬ 
ter how controlled,” said 
Toni Young, director of 
the National Women and 
HIV/AIDS Project. 
Releasing the results, she 
said, “builds a false sense 
of security within the les¬ 
bian community about 
HIV transmission. I don’t 
think we can afford to take 
that chance.” 

Amber Hollibaugh, 
director of the Lesbian 


AIDS Project at Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis in 
New York, said that while 
she welcomes research on 
woman-to-woman HIV 
transmission, the study 
did not appear extensive 
enough to warrant the 
conclusion that female 
transmission is non-exis¬ 
tent. 

The Italian researchers, 
led by Dr. R. Rateiri, 
reported their study 
results in the July 23 issue 
of the Lancet, a British 
medical journal. During

AIDS Activists Zap Feinstein

Four AIDS activists were 
briefly detained and investigated, 
but then released, on Monday, 
August 22 after they occupied 
Senator Dianne Feinstein’s San 
Francisco office to protest her 
opposition to Senate Majority 
Leader George Mitchell’s com¬ 
promise healthcare plan. 

Feinstein announced on 
August 16 that she would not 
support Mitchell’s compromise 
to President Clinton’s stalled 
healthcare reform plan because 
it contained “too many subsi¬ 
dies and entitlement programs.’’ 

The AIDS activists chaige that 
Feinstein courted their support but 
has now abandoned people with 
AIDS and is taking the lesbian 
and gay community for granted. 

“Now she’s thrown us over¬ 


board in a cheap ploy to win 
conservative votes. If a health 
care bill leaves some people 
without coverage, those people 
will be us. Feinstein is appar¬ 
ently willing to let us die if 
that’s what it takes to woo con¬ 
servative votes,’’ charged 
activist Edward Zold. 

Seven activists entered 
Feinstein’s Montgomery Street 
offices at about 9 a.m., accord¬ 
ing to Hadley Roff, a longtime 
Feinstein aide. 

One protester leaped over 
the glass partition separating 
the inner offices from the pub¬ 
lic, Roff told the Bay Area 
Reporter, as several others 
went to various offices within 
the suite and handcuffed them¬ 
selves to doors or furniture. 

Roff told the BA.R. that the 
protesters were non-violent and 


did not resist being removed 
from the offices. 

“There were seven of us,” 
confirmed G’dali Braverman, 
who has the legal rights to the 
name ACT UP in San Francisco. 
“We handcuffed ourselves to the 
door, locked ourselves in 
offices, took over the fax 
machine, and made phone calls. 
We called the media, and we 
called her offices in Washington 
and let her know that we don’t 
find her position acceptable.” 

Activists Lance Martin, Rich 
Aagaard, Matthew Sharp, and 
Braverman were briefly 
detained but later released. 

The activists demand that 
Feinstein support “true univer¬ 
sal coverage” in any health care 
reform measure, pledge to fight 
any amendments designed to

Mondelli Making 
‘Miraculous’ Recovery 

Publicity on Wegner ‘Helpful,’Police Say

Although police inspectors on the case say they 
have not yet been able to talk once more to Mario 
Mondelli, the stabbing victim is now “making a 
miraculous recovery against all odds.” 

Police Inspector David Oberhoffer said 
Mondelli, who suffered critical injuries inflicted by 
a camping ax late on the night of July 25, was 
greatly improved, and he’s “starting to come back.” 

Mondelli is able to respond to requests by 
blinking his eyes, Oberhoffer told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

However, Alice Trinkl, a spokesperson at San 
Francisco General Hospital, would only say 
Mondelli was still in critical condition the after¬ 
noon of Tuesday, August 23. Oberhoffer did not 
dispute that, but said Mondelli was nevertheless 
“greatly improved.” Police said they were most 
anxious to speak to the critically wounded 
actor/artist. 

Mondelli’s alleged assailant. Dr. Dean 
Freeman, a psychiatrist, has not yet been re-, 
charged in the case, Oberhoffer said. He was 
released shortly after his arrest, but police told the 
B.A.R. they believe Freeman was still in the city. 

Jeff Ross, who is handling the case in the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office, said he was waiting to talk 
to Mondelli as soon as the patient had shown suf¬ 
ficient improvement. The district attorney’s office, 
meanwhile, is waiting for laboratory tests to come 
back. “We may be charging Dr. Freeman” pending 
the outcome, Ross said. 

Oberhoffer said that everything requested by 
the district attorney’s office for prosecution in the 


case was now “in progress.” 

The Intensive Care Unit at SFGH is a locked 
ward, Oberhoffer said, and security is tight. 
Mondelli is being monitored, the investigator said. 

“We have established the relationship [between 
Mondelli and Freeman], Oberhoffer said. “It was 
a personal, intimate relationship. They both admit¬ 
ted it, as did many of their friends.” 

Oberhoffer has now been joined on the case by 
Inspector Jeff Levin, said 
Sergeant Barbara Davis, 
public information officer 
for SFPD. 

Oberhoffer had request¬ 
ed a transfer a year ago to 
Potrero Hill Station, to a 
uniformed patrol unit. 

“Levin will be handling 
the case while I’m on this 
assignment,” Oberhoffer 
said. 

Meanwhile, Inspectors 
Mike Johnson and Alex 
Fagan continue to work on 
the mysterious murder and 
expert dismemberment of 
Tommy Wegner, presumably at the hands of 
someone in the medical profession, last March 28. 

Publicity on the case in the B.A.R. last week 
resulted in a “significant new lead,” Fagan said. 
Police did not disclose the nature of the informa¬ 
tion. 

Detectives in the Wegner case are requesting a 
$10,000 reward for more information be posted 
through normal police channels. ▼

Marijuana: 

Lawmakers 
Say Smoke 
’Em If You’ve 
Got ’Em

A bill that would legalize the 
medical use of marijuana by 
prescription in California final¬ 
ly puffed through the assembly 
on Thursday, August 18, and is 
now in the hands of Governor 
Pete Wilson, 

SB 1364, authored by 
Senator Milton Marks of San 
Francisco, puts California on 
record as the 36th state to 
endorse marijuana as medicine, 
said John Entwistle, lobbyist 
for Americans for Compas¬ 
sionate Use. 

The measure passed 46-21 
with broad bi-partisan support; 
eight Republicans joined 38 
Democrats in passing the mea¬ 
sure, which had previously 
sailed through the state senate. 

Marks said he was very 
pleased the assembly passed the 
measure, that he was pleased with 
the bi-partisan support, and that 
he “certainly hopes the governor 
will approve it, as it is very neces¬ 
sary for patients who are sick and 
it’s important to let the doctors 
make the decisions on this.’’ 

“Our main focus now will be 
a statewide push to get 
Governor Wilson to sign the 
bill,” Entwistle said. “He has 
never said a word against it.” 

The bill, if it becomes law 
with Wilson’s signature, 
Entwistle said, would provide a 
new mechanism to keep inno¬ 
cent patients out of jail. The law 
will help protect persons who 
need marijuana medically, such 
as those in severe pain and dis¬ 
comfort, he said. 

“This is the most far-reach¬ 
ing legislation that any state has 
passed to date,” said Carol 
Stuart, press secretary to Marks. 
“California, with both houses 
passing this bill, has taken the 
biggest step forward in encour¬ 
aging the federal government to 
act on taking a stand to provide 
for medicinal marijuana.” 

It may also save taxpayers 
money, since “Mary Jane” con¬ 
tinues to be an expensive client 
for the taxpayers of San 
Francisco. Harvey Rose, the 
Board of Supervisors budget 
analyst, and assistant District 
Attorney Donna Lee were in a 
terrible tiff last week after Rose 
claimed the district attorney’s 
office spent almost $178,000 in 
1993 on prosecuting marijuana 
cases. Lee said Rose was just 
blowing smoke. The two of 
them did considerable huffing 
over how much it cost to prose¬ 
cute those who are puffing. 
Many will agree that however 
much, it is too much. 

In a related action. Mayor 
Frank Jordan threw his support 
behind the medicinal use of 
marijuana on Friday, August 19, 
by signing a resolution urging 
the federal government to 
remove restrictions on medical 
pot as well as on needle 
exchange programs. 

‘The medicinal use of mari¬ 
juana has been proven to relieve 
the suffering of people with life- 
threatening illness,” Jordan said. 
“If someone is dying from can-

Migden, Leal Seek To Warn Popper Users of Dangers

A resolution by Supervisor 
Carole Migden, co-sponsored by 
Supervisor Susan Leal, calls for 
point-of-sale notices about the 
health risks of using “poppers,” 
wherever the nitrite-based 
inhalants are sold in San 
Francisco. The measure was 
introduced before the Board of 
Supervisors on Monday, August 
22, was sent to the full board 
without reference to committee, 
and will be automatically passed 
next week unless a supervisor 
calls for a hearing on the measure. 

The resolution also urges 
California State Senator Milton 
Marks to reintroduce Senate Bill 
1525, which revises the definition 
of poppers for such notification 
purposes. 

The drugs, derived from the 
potent vasodilator amyl nitrate, 
are used to enhance the sensation 
of orgasm. 

According to the resolution by 
Migden, recent studies indicate 
that popper users are unaware of 
the health risks associated with 


the use of butyl nitrites - includ¬ 
ing damage to the immune system 
and their role as a risk factor for 
unsafe sex. 

In 1983, San Francisco pio¬ 
neered the first poppers point-of- 
sale warnings, followed by a 1986 
state law requiring notice that 
such drugs may be harmful to 
one’s health and may adversely 
effect the immune system. In 
1991, federal law banned the 
manufacture and sale of poppers 
entirely, but Migden says that 
manufacturers have reformulated 
the chemical composition of such 
commercially available products. 

State laws do not currently 
cover the reformulation or sale of 
the new chemical compounds. 

“I think it’s very important leg¬ 
islation,” said Hank Wilson of 
ACT UP Golden Gate’s 
Committee To Monitor Poppers. 
“We have a new generation of 
young people who may not know 
we have a problem. The commu¬ 
nity who demanded research at 
the beginning of the epidemic 
now has research.” 

Wilson told the B.A.R that a 


number of studies in mice and 
humans indicate that poppers are 
“significantly immunosuppres¬ 
sive.” 

“We’ve got to make sure that 
people make informed choices. 
That’s why point-of-sale warning 
signs are so important, ” he said. 

Marks’s bill would have 
expanded the definition of pop¬ 
pers to cover the new formula¬ 
tions, Migden said, but a 
spokesman for Marks told the 
B.A.R. “The Department of 
Health Services opposes the bill 
in its current form. 

“They think it needs to be 
more explicit about who is 
responsible for putting up signs - 
the manufacturers need to be held 
accountable, not store owners - 
and had questions about who 
would enforce the legislation.” 

Mike Bosia of Mark’s office 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
Marks would form a committee 
of representatives from anti-pop¬ 
pers groups, health experts, and 
others to create new legislation 
that would address the concerns 
of the Wilson administration. T

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400 Castro: “Behind 
Schedule — Which 
Means It’s on Schedule”

Although building renovation permits have not 
yet been approved and no construction contracts 
have been awarded, the HIV multi-service center 
slated for 400 Castro Street will still probably 
open in mid-November, according to the project’s 
organizers. 

The site will provide a variety of counseling, 
support, and other services to people with HIV 
and AIDS, including intake services, according to 
AIDS Health Project Deputy Director Joanna 
Rinaldi. 

“It’s about a month behind schedule - which 
means it’s on schedule,’’ Rinaldi told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “The contracts are going out for bid, 
and construction should start in about three weeks. 
We expect to be open for services in the middle of 
November.’’ 

Plans for the program sparked controversy 
among some Castro Street merchants and area res¬ 
idents earlier this year when Noah’s Bagels, an 
Emeryville chain, was granted a conditional use 
permit use for the site. 

Under terms of a lease agreement with the 
Lurie Company, which owns the site, Noah’s 
Bagels assumed the lease once held by the Bank 
of America, and will spend an estimated $120,000 
to renovate the site. 

An additional $100,000 was provided by the 
Mayor’s Office of Community Development to 
the HIV/AIDS Life Center, which will oversee the 
site’s non-profit use, according to Life Center 
spokesman Jonathan Pearlman. 

The program was initially opposed by local 
merchants and residents who expressed concern 
over the political process for the conditional use 
approval and worried that the facility would attract 
homeless people and aggressive panhandlers and 
criminals to the area. 

Merchants also expressed concern that another 
fast food franchise would adversely affect retail 
food business in the area. 

Approval of the city’s Planning Commission, 
allowing the group to apply for a conditional use, 
was required because of a ten-year-old ordinance 
banning restaurants from occupying non-commer¬ 
cial space in Castro, due to a restaurant glut in the 
area. 

Rinaldi told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
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The HIV multiservice center at 400 Castro 
Street is still shooting for a fall opening. 


facility will be open for services six days week, 
and that 75 percent of the agency’s 55 support 
groups will operate out of the site. 

Among the programs at the site will be a confi¬ 
dential HIV testing clinic and intake programs for 
people newly diagnosed with HIV. People wish¬ 
ing absolutely anonymous HIV antibodies testing 
will be referred to District Health Center One on 
17th Street in the Castro, or other sites, for such 
tests. 

Services will be available for clients from 8:30 
a.m.-lO p.m. Monday through Friday, Rinaldi told 
the Bay Area Reporter. On Saturdays the pro¬ 
grams will operate from 9 a.m.-4 p.m. T 


Castro Car Theft Suspects 
Caught by Cops, Bystander

Mission Station police avert¬ 
ed what Captain Joaquin Santos 
called “a certain tragedy’’ in the 
Castro on Wednesday, August 
17 when they cut off some sus¬ 
pected car thieves who were 
trying to flee down Hartford 
Street. 

During their desperate 
attempt to elude capture, the 
alleged thieves rammed into the 
right side of a police car carry¬ 
ing Santos and police 
Lieutenant Gabe Harp. The dri¬ 
ver of the stolen car was chased 
on foot down Market Street and 
was tackled by a citizen who 
was “just doing his duty’’ as 
officers were in hot pursuit, 
according to a police report 
filed about the incident. 

“If this guy had gotten 
through on Hartford Street and 
made it through onto 17th at 
Castro, he would have killed 
somebody. The pedestrian traf¬ 
fic was really high. He would 
have killed someone. He could 
have cared less,” Santos told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 


21-year-old Raul Melara and 
Juan Pedro Peralta-Sandoval 
are in police custody on a vari¬ 
ety of charges including felony 
auto theft, hit and run, and 
evading arrest. 

The bizarre incident began 
shortly after noon when an alert 
citizen was walking down 19th 
Street in the Castro. 

The citizen noticed a red 4 
Runner Toyota double-parked 
beside a black four-wheel Jeep 
and saw a young man using a 
screwdriver on the license plate 
of the red car. Inside the black 
jeep, the citizen noticed a young 
man was using a screwdriver on 
the dashboard, and that the 
steering wheel was locked with 
a stick type anti-theft mecha¬ 
nism. 

The citizen hurried home 
and called 911 - and during the 
call, saw the car headed towards 
Dolores Park. 

Officers were dispatched to 
take a report, but the suspect’s car 
turned onto Church and directly 
in front of the marked patrol car 
on its way to 19th Street. 

The officers turned on their 


red overhead lights and siren, 
but the suspects took off and 
sped down 18th Street, passing 
Sanchez and Noe at about 50 
mph, according to Officer 
Jimmy Chan, and turned onto 
Hartford Street. 

Santos and Harper were 
patrolling the area and respond¬ 
ed to Correa’s announcement 
that the vehicle was driving 
recklessly and paralleled the 
stolen car. 

When Correa reported the 
car had turned onto Hartford 
Street from 18th, Harper 
flipped on his patrol car’s lights, 
turned onto Hartford from 17th, 
saw the car coming, and placed 
his car in a position to stop the 
stolen vehicle and prevent it 
from traveling down Hartford 
Street to the crowded intersec¬ 
tion at 17th Street and Market, 
according to Santos. 

“The guys saw an opportuni¬ 
ty to try to get through and he 
took it. My side of the car got 
hit and the guy jumped out and 
ran. I kicked the door open,” 
Santos said.

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Conviction 
Upheld in

The First District Court of 
Appeal has upheld the double 
murder conviction of William 
Melville White, who is serving 
a life sentence at Pelican Bay 
State Prison for the 1984 mur¬ 
ders of two teenaged Polk 
Street prostitutes. 

White, 52, was convicted of 
the torture-murder of 17-year- 
old Larry Gaines at an Ocean 
Beach survivalist hideaway 
where White, who was home¬ 
less, lived. Gaines was shot, 
stabbed, sodomized, and dis¬ 
membered following several 
hours of torture by White and 
two accomplices. 

White was also convicted of 
stabbing and slicing the throat 
of Ted Gomez in a secluded 
area of Golden Gate Park near 
the Chain of Lakes. 

San Francisco Assistant 
Public Defender Michael Burke 
had appealed White’s convic¬ 
tion on the grounds that White 
was denied a fair trial because 
homeless people were excluded 
from jury lists prepared by the 
Registrar of Voters. 

Burke also appealed the case 
on the grounds that White’s 
confession to police and the tes¬ 
timony of two accomplices, Ted 
Porter and David Murdoch, 
should have been excluded 
from the trial. 

During White’s 1991 trial for 
the murders, Murdoch testified 
that Gaines was killed when he 
refused to orally copulate White 
after several hours of torture. 
White slit Gaines’s throat after 
he refused to perform the sex 
act. Porter pleaded guilty to the 
murder and received a life sen¬ 
tence; Murdoch received an 11 
year state prison sentence as an 
accomplice to Gaines’s murder. 

Murdoch also testified dur¬ 
ing the trial that he was raped by

This wonderful little bundle of joy and energy, 
always a delight for me, became one of my closest and 
dearest friends after we both worked in a funny bar and 
restaurant in Corte Madera, the “Captain’s Room.” It 
was a dfess-up dyke joint. By this I mean women could 
not wear slacks, and it was great to watch little Ricker 
stand up to those towering women from Hamilton Air 
Force Base and send them back to dress properly. 
Believe it or not they obeyed her, changed clothes, and 
came back. 

It was a time of innocence long gone. Even then 
Rikki took command and would put up with no crap 
from anyone. She had heard all the excuses. It was 
about this time that she teamed up with Gloria and soon 
got into the bar business on her own, first at Bradley’s 
Comer and then across the street at a bar called Maud’s. 

Ah, Maud’s was a place where she had to have male 
bartenders (believe it or not, it was the law), but men 
could not play pool on the premises. Years later we had 
a hell of a party when that law changed. It was about 
this time that Rikki became obsessed with women’s 
sports. First the pool tournament, and then women’s 
softball with a vengeance. Many were the early morning 
phone calls to con me into sandwiches or a buffet for her 
teams. She always seemed to have more than one going. 
It was a time of little or no money, but we all managed 
to get it together. 

Rikki was one of the hardest working people I have 
ever known. It was rough for a woman in those days to 
mn a women’s bar. Many’s the time friends chipped in 
to make sure the rent and bills were paid. I doubt if her 
customers ever knew how rough it really was. But God 
bless her, she persisted and succeeded. As her own for¬ 
tunes grew, so did the fortunes of those who surrounded 
her. From her early days as an X-ray technician to her 
last days, she shared what little she had or gave gener¬ 
ously when she had more to give. She gave unstintingly 
of her time and energy to those less fortunate than her¬ 
self. 

Rikki helped shape the Gay Games after its first 
board was burned out, and she helped to make the 
Federation what it is today. Every gay athlete in the 
world owes a word of thanks to this dynamic little bun¬ 
dle of energy. 

As for myself, who was fortunate to call her friend, 
she was my mentor and closest confidant. I will remem¬ 
ber the trips we took, her ever-present camera to record 
for all, and the wonderful life she led for herself and 
those around her. Rikki was a tireless worker for causes 
she believed in and an inspiration to all of us who knew 
her. 

A ray of light was dimmed when she passed on. A ray 
of life that shall not be forgotten. To her closest women 
friends who sat with her in her final days, and to her 
partner Mary, she is not now, nor will ever be forgotten. 
In her own words, “Ah, and there you have it,” may you 
find happiness in the arms of the Goddess. 

As ever, your friend and co-conspirator in many an 
adventure.

A Brief History of Hell 

Ken Clark’s laundry list of what he doesn’t like 
about Christianity (“Christian Names”, 8/11), are 
not all supportable by fact and history. The most 
misleading statement he makes is: ‘Those who 
think Jesus was a ‘loving savior’ don’t know the 
Bible. Any person who would introduce the con¬ 
cept of Hell ... is profoundly, terribly evil.” Jesus 
did not “introduce the concept of hell.” A little his¬ 
torical research would have revealed the following: 
In the earliest Old Testament times, all the dead, 
both righteous and wicked, were believed to go to 
Sheol, a gloomy underworld separated from God, 
i.e., it was the “last stop” for everyone. In about the 
second century, B.C. Pharisaic Judaism began to 
embrace the idea of the immortal soul and of 
Hades - the infernal netherworld of Greek mythol¬ 
ogy- as a place where all would be either rewarded 
or punished. Later, when the doctrine of a final res¬ 
urrection surfaced in parts of Judaism, Hades 
developed into a temporary abode just for ^e souls 


of the wicked, while the godly went to “heavenly 
blessedness” to await bodily resurrection. After the 
resurrection and final judgment, the wicked would 
be condemned to a hell of fire, called Gehenna, 
named after the Valley of Hinnom, easily visible 
south of Jerusalem, where trash fires burned con¬ 
stantly and where ancient human sacrifices were 
performed. Jesus is quoted in early Greek gospel 
texts as using both Gehenna and Hades to refer to 
hell. 

As much as Jesus said about hell, he left enough 
unsaid so that his followers have been debating its 
nature, purpose, and duration ever since. Many of 
the early church leaders assumed a hot fiery hell of 
sensory punishment. Others thought it was more a 
place of spiritual suffering. In the 5th century, 
Augustine tidied things up by saying it was botL 
The Middle Ages saw virtually no change in the 
concept. Dante’s fictional descriptions of the 
“Inferno” in The Divine Comedy (early 14th cen¬ 
tury) popularized a graphic imagery of tortured 
souls. Luther and Calvin viewed hell’s punish¬ 
ments as eternal but figurative, the greatest con¬ 
ceivable torment being alienation from God. The 
17th and 18th centuries saw a rebound of the idea 
of hell inflicting both physical and spiritual pain. 
The 20th century finds Christians as divided as 
ever on the concept. 

A November 1990 Gallup survey of Protestants, 
Catholics, Evangelicals, and those of “No 
Religion” (the survey’s categories) revealed that 
only 4%, 5%, 3% and 1% respectively believed in 
having an “excellent or good chance of going to 
hell.” Interestingly enough, when Gallup catego¬ 
rized respondents as those who “attend church” 
and “nonmembers”, the answers to the same ques¬ 
tions were 3% and 7% respectively. So much for 
Mr. Clark’s purported effect of a concept “which 
has been used for 2,000 years to terrorize children, 
make the sick miserable...” 

I know that it is a badge of correctness to cate¬ 
gorically debase anything and everything about 
religion (read Christianity) within the lesbian and 
gay communities. The sins of people of religion 
are manifold and will continue to be so. However, 
it is important to get the facts right when making a 
case for one’s beliefs.

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schools with programs “that have either the pur¬ 
pose or effect of encouraging homosexuality as a 
positive lifestyle alternative” and bans “counseling 
or other services on school grounds, or referral of 
a pupil to an organization that affirms a homosex¬ 
ual lifestyle.” It is a direct assault on a fundamen¬ 
tal aim of public education: the instruction of truth 
and tolerance in a safe environment. 

School is often a horrifying place for gay and 
lesbian kids, who routinely suffer violent assaults, 
taunts, jeers, and harassment. More disturbing is 
that lesbian, gay, and bisexual youth commit sui¬ 
cide more often than any other group of young 
people. Research shows this is due to a barrage of 
negative societal messages about homosexuality. 

Why will the Helms/Smith amendment make 
these tragedies worse? Because it will kill the edu¬ 
cational efforts that can and do combat them. 

School programs, like GLAAD’s Project 21, 
teach bedrock American values: all people deserve 
to be treated with dignity and respect.

No matter 
what my beliefs might be about HIV, most people 
who are negative are of the mindset that HIV does 
equal death, no matter how long you’ve been 
healthy or how great you’re doing now, ultimately 
you will be dead. Granted the statistics do tend to 
support that theory. 

Quite recently I met another man, again the 
same scenario. I read classified ads in all the 
papers, the first thing mentioned is HIV status. 
HIV+ seeks same, HIV- seeks same. 

Perhaps tattoos are in order. Maybe right dab in 
the middle of my fucking forehead, a black trian¬ 
gle with skull & crossbones! Oh Gee, do I sound 
embittered? Goddamned right. I am pissed off 

Perhaps something just a bit more low-key and 
tasteful (our strong suit, you know). Maybe a light 
pink plus or minus sign branded on our forearm. 

Maybe the positives should live in half the state 
and the negatives in the other? 

I had this discussion with a friend; his sugges¬ 
tion: say you’ve never been tested. I have a very 
difficult time with that because it’s not honest, and 
without honesty as a basic premise, a relationship 
is worthless.

However, it somehow seems 
a lot easier to make the case 
against her Republican oppo¬ 
nent, Michael Huffmgton. 
While the senator has been an 
elected public servant for near¬ 
ly 25 years (having first been 
elected to the Board of 
Supervisors in 1970), her GOP 
opponent first ran for office 
less than two years ago, after 
moving to California and 
becoming a registered voter 
here in 1991. After spending as 
much as $6 million to “buy” 
the GOP nomination for 
Congress in the Santa Barbara 
area and winning the subse¬ 
quent general election, the 
freshman congressman had 
barely been sworn in before he 
decided that he should be a 
U.S. senator. 

Who is this man? What does 
he stand for? And most impor¬ 
tantly, should California voters, 
vote for him simply because 
his family can probably afford 
to put up as much as $30 mil¬ 
lion to buy this political 
unknown a seat? 

Huffmgton, who cannot 
point to one single piece of leg¬ 
islation with his name on it that 
became law during his term in 
D.C., claims to be pro-choice 
on abortion, yet has voted 
numerous times against pro- 
choice legislation. His 
Republican backers within the 
lesbian/gay community will tell 
you that he is sympathetic to 
gay rights, but nowhere in his 
record is there proof of that. 
Plus, Bob Dole and George 
Bush, two notoriously anti-gay 
Republicans, will be coming to 
California to campaign for him. 
Can Jesse Helms be far behind? 

And what is Huffy hiding 
when he adamantly refuses to 
release his personal income tax 
records? Feinstein has released 
hers going back to 1977. 

Last week Huffmgton final¬ 
ly unveiled what he refers to as 
the “central theme” of his cam¬ 


paign: a proposal that govern¬ 
ment welfare be replaced with 
private donations or “private 
philanthropy” as the candidate 
calls it. In a speech to a group 
of black Republican entrepre¬ 
neurs in San Diego, the former 
Texan pushed his new plan that 
welfare be replaced with the 
generosity of the wealthy, say¬ 
ing that “I firmly believe that if 
we allow people to keep more 
of what they earn, they will 
begin taking responsibility for 
each other. I believe that if we 
give every American an incen¬ 
tive to give their time, their 
energy, their resources to help 
their fellow man, they will rise 
to the challenge.” 

In other words, Huffmgton 
apparently thinks that if the 
U.S. would only stop taxing

the rich, these wealthy people 
would then turn the money 
they saved in taxes over to help 
the nation’s poor. This has to 
go down as one of the all-time 
pie-in-the-sky ideas. Perhaps 
the proposer could immediate¬ 
ly kick off his plan by turning 
over the $15 million he is 
expected to spend on his senate 
campaign to the state treasurer 
to buy food stamps and pay for 
housing for California’s home¬ 
less. Not likely. 

The Reverend George 
Walter Smith, one of the 
Republican ministers who 
hosted the San Diego event, 
commented that “people left 
here completely laughing. This 
man does not grasp the issues. 
People were completely disap¬ 
pointed with his total lack of 
understanding of the prob¬ 
lems.” (One might wonder 
what they expected from some¬ 
one reportedly worth upwards 
of $100 million.) 

While I have sometimes 
disagreed with Dianne 
Feinstein, this woman has 
experience, intellect and a 
vision that Michael Huffmgton 


could never hope to match. 
And like her or not, she does 
have a history of supporting 
the lesbian/gay community, is 
considered one of the brightest 
members of the Senate, and 
has a long record of public ser¬ 
vice. 

Do we really want to 
replace a dedicated U.S. sena¬ 
tor who knows her way around 
Washington, has more political 
clout there than any other first- 
termer, and takes her job seri¬ 
ously, with a transplanted 
Texas oil megamillionaire who 
boasts that he will spend 
“whatever it takes” to get her 
seat? The “case for Dianne 
Feinstein” is as obvious as the 
one that can be made against 
her opponent. Plan to vote for 
her November 8. 

Politics and people 

Strange D.C. sight; NYC 
Republican Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani in Washington last 
week lobbying Democratic 
house members to vote for 
President Clinton’s crime bill. 

After attacking each other 
in speeches all day last week in 
the state capital, Kathleen 
Brown and Pete Wilson found 
themselves on the same com¬ 
mercial flight from 
Sacramento to LA. Spotting 
the governor already in his 
seat, boarding passenger 
Brown remarked to him, “If 
this plane goes down, John 
Garamendi and Ron Unz will 
be eating their hearts out.” 
(Unz and Garamendi, you’ll 
recall, lost their gubernatorial 
primaries.) Brown’s comment 
drew laughs from all on board, 
including Wilson. 

Michael Fay redux? In 
Center Square, Pennsylvania 
(near Philadelphia), police offi¬ 
cer Thomas Kern, 31, whipped 
the bare buttocks of an 18- 
year-old man he stopped for 
running a traffic light, officials 
say. Officer Kern has been 
fired and now faces assault 
charges. 

And a Jacksonville, Florida 
TV station last week suspended 
Jerry Fal well’s Old Time 
Gospel Hour because of its 
sexual content. WTLV-TV 
General Manager Ken Tonning 
said some viewers complained 
about the TV preacher’s explic¬ 
it discussion of harassment 
allegations against President 
Clinton. (“Sexual content” 
from Jerry? He must be hang¬ 
ing out with Jimmy Swaggart.) 

Pundits say there’s another 
“lavender sweep” in the making, 
with Migden, Leal, and 
Ammiano winning Board seats in 
November while Leslie Katz and 
Lawrence Wong ascend to the 
Community College Board. T

A bout a year ago, a 
phone call came my 
way from a photog¬ 
rapher at The 
Washington Post. 
She was working on a book of 
portraits of gay men and les¬ 
bians and hoped I could help 
her contact some people who 
had appeared in articles I’d 
written. Admittedly, her con¬ 
nection to the Post carried 
credibility, but what I liked in 
her discussion of the project 
was the grassroots feel to her 
process - her sources were 
largely gay newspapers, 
newsletters, and word of 
mouth. Trusting credentials and 
motives, I helped her out. Then 
I filed away her phone number, 
planning to follow up her work 
if and when it reached the 
bookstores. 

As it turns out, the pho¬ 
tographs of Nancy Andrews 
have reached far more than the 
bookshelves. All 70 pho¬ 
tographs from her book Family: 
A Portrait of Gay and Lesbian 
America (Harper, 

SanFrancisco, 1994) have been 
on display at the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art in Washington, 
D.C., for the past five weeks. A 
number of major newspapers 
like The Washington Post, The 
Boston Globe, and The Los 
Angeles Times have excerpted 
substantial portions of the book 
- photographs and text - allow¬ 
ing the images to reach millions 
of readers. 

“My primary audience and 
the motivation behind the pro¬ 
ject was a younger version of 
myself,” Andrews told me over 
the phone. “In 1985, when I 
realized I was gay, I had a hard 
time. My difficulty was in find¬ 
ing where I fit in. All of a sud¬ 
den I was part of ‘them,’ and I 
had no image of what that was. 
I would have liked to have 
known then that gay men and 
lesbians could be anything, 
anyone - good and bad.” 

Expanded vision 

It’s hard not to have an 
expanded vision of gay and les¬ 
bian America after “meeting” 
the people in these photographs 
and reading their words. The 
black-and-white photographs 
are as varied in their tone, 
action, and texture as the indi¬ 
viduals pictured. And that 
broad view of gay Anrerica 
“also helps older versions of 
myself, as well as the brothers, 
sisters, family members, and 
friends of people like me,” said 
Andrews. “Photographers in 
the Washington area, with wire 
services, my colleagues - they 
are also seeing them, and see¬ 
ing what is possible.” 

What Andrews shows to be 
possible is an “us” that lives up 
to the slogan “We Are 
Everywhere.” As the book’s 
title suggests, her metaphor is 
family, and she writes in her 
intro(luction: “Rejection by our 
families is often our greatest 
fear. If that rejection comes, 
gays turn to others like them¬ 
selves to form a ‘family.’ But, 
just as in any family, relations 
aren’t always smooth. Some 
branches are embarrassed or 
enraged by others. Lipstick les¬ 
bians don’t want gay women to 
be portrayed as bull dykes. 
Even the less-than-pious would 
excommunicate members of 
ACT UP who disrupt cathedral 
Mass. The burly boxer doesn’t 
want to be associated with the 


drag queen. And the drag queen 
says individual freedom is what 
it’s all about, honey." 

Andrews makes room for 
each of these images and voic¬ 
es. “I don’t think you can fit all 
,gay people in a book, or even a 
set of books,” she stated. The 
editing process kept out many 
pictures, people, and stories 
Andrews cherished. “If you’re 
cutting and it hurts, then it’s 
probably a good product,” she 
said. “I tried to touch on things 
you don’t usually see. You 
don’t usually get to see pictures 
of a gay boxing club. You don’t 
get to see a gay person over 50,

much less one over 90.” 

Yet there’s Ruth Ellis, 
framed by Andrews, riding her 
exercise bicycle. Ellis was bom 
in 1899 and moved to Detroit in 
1937 to be with her girlfriend. 
Babe Franklin. 

The range of people is 
remarkable - switchboard 
operator, pastor, professor, 
ninth-generation Mainer, immi¬ 
grant, concentration camp 
escapee - but if this description 
of the collection sounds like a 
list, don’t be fooled. Andrews 
has clearly been touched by 
these people and their stories. 
She has matched breadth with a 
kind of focused depth. Between 
each photograph and the 
accompanying text is a clear 
view into some aspect of the 
person. It’s a gift to see so fully 
into a slice of these lives. 

Andrews herself seemed to 
speak about the people and 
their lives more often than the 
photographs. “I tried to antici¬ 
pate what would make a good 
photograph. In some cases, I 
got a good picture and went 
back to get the interview,” said 
Andrews. Some visits were 
organized, and often, one story 
or person led to another. 

Lesbian Elvii 

While San Francisco is well- 
represented, Andrews includes 
heartland images, urban ones, 
and what she calls reflections 
of America. “There are stock¬ 
brokers, farmers, politicians, 
and I have each of those. One 
of the images of America is 
Elvis. Elvis is America, and les¬ 
bians are Elvis, too!” Two les¬ 
bian Elvises (Elvii?) made the 
final cut - one living in 
Florence, Mississippi, with a 
Graceland Mobile Home, com¬ 
plete with a built-in guitar 
Jacuzzi, and the other, San 
Francisco’s own Elvis 
Herselvis, Leigh Crow. 

Andrews has a story behind 


every story. She learned to rope 
while photographing a gay 
rodeo, though she admits her 
speed is “calf roping on foot” 
rather than “shoot-dogging.” 
She explained that Alabama 
farmers Jean Mills and Carol 
Eichelberger suggested a photo 
with the chickens following 
them up the driveway at the end 
of the day. Andrews was doubt¬ 
ful about the prospect of chick¬ 
ens, until the image presented 
itself to her at the day’s end. 
Sure enough, Jean and Carol 
appear, hand in hand, with a 
flock of chickens in tow. 

The Digging Dykes of 
Decatur, members of a campy 
garden club that consults eti¬ 
quette books from the 1920s, 
“are ecstatic” about their expo¬ 
sure. The club sent Andrews 
minutes from their most recent 
meeting which showed that 
they are demanding a dozen 
roses and a correction from The 
LA Times for reporting that 
they were from Illinois rather 
than Georgia. 

Although Andrews has 
received her share of expected 
fire-and-brimstone hate mail, 
the feedback from participants 
has been rewarding. Many 
joined her at the Corcoran 
Gallery opening in July. “It was 
really festive,” said Andrews. 
“A bunch of people were there 
- Chris, Ruth, Charles, Gean, 
the Congressmen...,” she rattled 
off the names like they were old 
friends. Her parents were there 
signing books, too. 

From family, at work, and in 
the community, Andrews found 
support for her project. “The 
Post was fabulous,” she said, 
noting that the paper allowed 
her time off, even as a junior 
member of the staff. “I got a lot 
of help from a lot of people - 
friends of friends, people help¬ 
ing me find people. In San 
Francisco, Mimi McGurl with 
her dogs, Beebo and Mopsy, 
had never met me, but put me 
up for three weeks. It was so 
wonderful. I found there are 
people like Mimi all over the 
country.” 

Andrews discovered that the 
family metaphor fit not only the 
photographs, but also the con¬ 
nectedness she experienced. “I 
really found that we are like a 
family, like quarreling cousins. 
Some refused to be pho¬ 
tographed. Some of the people 
in the book are well-known, 
and many others had never had 
their names in print. I think 
they did it because they feel 
that connection with other gay 
people. They did it for the 
younger versions of them¬ 
selves. There’s a time when I 
wouldn’t have been in this

The Reclaiming America 
Conference, on January 21st to 
the 23rd, was attended by over 
1,600 people, with such items 
on the agenda as the criminal¬ 
ization of abortion and homo¬ 
sexuality, the virtues of school 
vouchers, the perils of femi¬ 
nism, bidding for the 
Presidency, and so on down 
through the party line. 

Although the majority 
appeared to be over 50, all ages 
were represented. The same 
could not be said of the ethnic 
make up: attendees were 99 
percent white. The well-orga¬ 
nized workshops, which unfor¬ 
tunately provided no time for 
questions from the audience, 
were led and attended by speak¬ 
ers that comprised a veritable 
Who’s Who of the radical right: 

• J. Danforth Quayle, Super 
Bowl TV commercial actor and 
former vice president of the 
United States; 

• Gary Bauer, Family Research 
Council, former Reagan 
domestic policy advisor and 
undersecretary of education; 

• Dr. David Barton, Wall- 
Builders, Inc.; 

• Robert P. Dugan, National 

Association of Evangelicals, 
author of Winning the New 
Civil War: Recapturing 

America’s Values’, 

• George Grant of Legacy 
Communications, Author of 
Grand Illusions: The legacy of 
Planned Parenthood and Bad 
Choices: A Look Inside 
Planned Parenthood’, 

• Paul Jehle of the Plymouth 
Rock Foundation, a leader in 
the home schooling movement; 

• Dee Jepsen of Enough Is 
Enough (pornography); 

• Beverly LaHaye of Con¬ 
cerned Women of America; 

• Kentucky State Senator Tim 
Philpot, Ford Philpot Ministries; 

• Robert Simonds, National 
Association of Christian 
Educators and Citizens for 
Excellence in Education; 

• Robert Skolrood of the Na¬ 
tional Legal Foundation; 

• Sandra Trinca, Florida Kin¬ 
dergarten Council (OBE); 

• Rus Walton, Plymouth Rock 
Foundation, a leading Christian 
Reconstructionist writer and 
political theorist. 

Special emphasis was given 
to incorporating the Creation 
Studies Institute into the 
Reclaiming America Confer¬ 
ence. A Sunday afternoon ple¬ 
nary session was devoted to 
creationism, with Dr. Gary 
Parker - a professor of biology 
at Clearwater Christian College 
- delivering a very serious, 
albeit sometimes unintentional¬ 
ly humorous, lecture on 
Creation Science. 

On Sunday the Creation 
Science people had their display 
of artifacts, books, and bumper 
stickers on a table. Prominent 
among the books they were sell¬ 
ing was the official magazine of 
the John Birch Society, The New 
American magazine. There was 
a very quiet JBS presence 
throughout the conference. 

One of the speakers was Dr. 
David Barton, whose specialty is 
rewriting American history: in 
addition to the direct pipeline to 
God that all fundamentalists 


claim to have. Barton also acts 
with the assurance of a man with 
a direct pipeline to the founding 
fathers of the United States: he 
“knows” everything they intend¬ 
ed in the Declaration of 
Independence and the 
Constitution. He believes the 
wall of separation between 
church and state, as established 
by the founders and historic 
court decisions, is a “myth,” and 
is very accomplished at twisting 
statements made by Madison, 
Jefferson, and the rest of the 
founders, to “prove” that this was 
intended to be a Christian coun¬ 
try, ruled by Christians and intol¬ 
erant of any other gnosticism. 

One of Barton’s more ludi¬ 
crous books is about a George 
Washington about whom most 
of us have never heard: he 
claims that while Washington 
was in the thick of the battle 
leading his troops on the field 
during the French and Indian 
wars, no bullets could harm 
him - even though at the end of 
the battle numerous bullet holes 
were discovered in his coat. 
According to Barton, 
Washington became a legend 
among Native Americans, and 
this was a sign of Divine pro¬ 
tection for Washington. 

The highlight of the 
Reclaiming America Confer¬ 
ence came during former Vice 
President Dan Quayle’s address 
on family values at the 
Saturday night session. The 
highlight was not Danny boy’s 
speech and his heart-rending 
pledge of allegiance to the 
Christian flag - of course - but 
the very well-organized 
demonstration of about 1,000 
people prior to and during his 
speech: a coalition of gays and 
lesbians, N.O.W., Democrats 
and Republicans and friends 
outside the church. 

Across the street from the 
church about 20 neo-Nazis and 
skinheads showed up carrying 
Confederate and Nazi flags, 
baseball bats, and a bullhorn. 
They immediately started rag¬ 
ging on the demonstrators. The 
conference attendees were deliri¬ 
ous. They ran across the street 
with cameras rolling and started 
to interview the ragtag group. 
Sure enough, the skinheads said 
they were there to “stop this trash 
from marching in our streets,” 
and “to support Pastor Kennedy 
and his stand against the fags.” 

As the fundies made their 
pact with the baseball bat- 
wielding thugs, the progres¬ 
sive demonstrators were order¬ 
ly. And - since the pen is 
mightier than the sword - they 
had, instead of weapons, great 
signs that said “Hate Is Not a 
Family Value,” “Straight, But 
Not Narrow” and “We’re 
Fighting Back,” among other 
slogans. 

It’s unlikely Kennedy 
intended to get hundreds of 
rainbow flags proudly waving 
in the Florida air, but that’s 
exactly what he prompted. 
Even better, on Sunday morn¬ 
ing the forces of equality 
upstaged the fundies: the Ft. 
Lauderdale Sun Sentinel ran a 
beautiful picture of the demon¬ 
strators on the front page 
proudly holding those flags and 
reminding thousands of readers 
that, as one sign put it, “We 
Live in a Democracy, Not a 
Theocracy.”

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RMC Lonestar Loses 
First Legal Battle

Two lesbian employees of 
RMC Lonestar Cement of 
Davenport who are suing the 
company for employment dis¬ 
crimination and sexual harass¬ 
ment have succeeded in the first 
step of their legal battle: getting 
their case remanded to Santa 
Cruz Superior Court. “There is 
some intangible home court 
advantage when you feel some¬ 
thing is being resolved in your 
own territory,” said attorney 
Jennifer Drobac, who repre¬ 
sents Charlene Clendenin and 
Susan Amspoker in their suit. 

According to Drobac, “Susan 
and Charlene wanted a jury of 
their peers, in their own commu¬ 
nity, to evaluate the case,” and 
the remand means that all future 
legal proceedings will be held in 
nearby Santa Cruz - 90 miles 
from the office of Lonestar’s 
San Francisco legal firm, 
instead of two blocks away. 

The case was remanded by 
federal judge Charles A Legge, 
who has in other cases ruled 
favorably for Lonestar. The 
company had argued that feder¬ 
al law determines all questions 
regarding employment, but 
Legge determined that some 
violations of state law, such as 
those alleged in the suit, are 
independent of federal law and 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ments. Coincidentally, 

Lonestar’s attorneys lost the 
same argument some months 
ago while representing another 
Santa Cruz County quarry. 

Now that the jurisdiction 
issue is resolved, the lawsuit will 
be served to the nearly 30 defen¬ 
dants. As professional process¬ 
serving is one of the many legal 
expenses of a lawsuit, local les¬ 
bian women have volunteered to 


perform personal service of the 
subpoenas. “A lot of the allega¬ 
tions in the suit are acts of vio¬ 
lence against lesbians,” Drobac 
said. “There is a poetry about 
lesbians serving the subpoenas.” 

This is not the first time local 
women have publicly supported 
Clendenin and Amspoker. Last 
December, the Lesbian 
Avengers of San Francisco pro¬ 
vided information on the case to 
Lonestar’s industrial peers dur¬ 
ing the prestigious “Rock 
Products” national convention. 
The Lesbian Avengers of Santa 
Cruz provided the same infor¬ 
mation at the Davenport plant’s 
gate during a high-profile tour 
by cement industry leaders. 

Clendenin, a haul truck dri¬ 
ver, and Amspoker, now a lab 
technician, filed suit against 
RMC Lonestar Cement in July 
1993, taking on one of the 
county’s more powerful corpo¬ 
rations. The women are alleging 
sexual harassment, intentional 
infliction of emotional distress, 
battery, wrongful termination, 
and violations of civil rights. 

Amspoker suffered almost 
daily humiliation while work¬ 
ing as a janitor, she says. In 
addition to male co-workers 
who insisted on urinating in her 


presence when she tried to close 
bathrooms for cleaning, there 
were also those who smeared 
the men’s room walls with feces 
when she was due to clean, and 
men who taunted her with sto¬ 
ries of their personal activities 
so explicit that other male co¬ 
workers were offended. 

For Clendenin, narrowly 
escaping a potentially fatal 
“accident” - in which co-work¬ 
ers pushed a car-sized boulder 
off a ledge 30 feet above her 
truck - was just the latest inci¬ 
dent in 14 years of threats, 
taunts, and harassment. In addi¬ 
tion to other dangerous pranks 
in the quarry, Clendenin’s co¬ 
workers spat at her, poked her, 
urinated on her car, and com¬ 
mitted other acts of harassment. 
Both Clendenin and Amspoker 
filed many grievances with 
Lonestar’s management, but 
they say it ignored them and 
belittled them for making any 
complaint. Even their union, the 
International Brotherhood of 
Boilermakers, has been named 
in the suit because it failed to 
pursue their grievances. 

Clendenin was fired for insubor¬ 
dination last year when she sought 
help from an attorney. Amspoker 
still works at the plant T 


A Memorial Is Bom 
In Sonoma County

The Sonoma County AIDS 
Foundation and Santa Rosa’s Church 
Of The Resurrection are collaborating 
to build the county’s only memorial for 
residents who have died of the disease. 

“The fact is that there is no place in 
the county for people to go if they 
wanted to visit a memorial for people 
who have died of AIDS,” said SCAF 
spokesman John Voyles. “We needed a 
place where people can place a plaque 
and have a personal remembrance.” 

Voyles told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the idea for the memorial grew out 
of a recent trip to New York City for 
the Stonewall Celebration. 

“There is an AIDS memorial in 
Greenwich Village at St. Veronica’s,” 
Voyles recalled. “When I came back 
here, I said, ‘What’s the possibility of 
doing something similar?’ and every¬ 
thing fell into place.” 

“The Sonoma County AIDS 
Foundation recognized that there was 
no permanent or memorial place for so 
many who wanted to honor those they 
had lost to AIDS,” Voyles said. 

An estimated 600 people have died 
of AIDS in Sonoma County since the 
advent of the epidemic 12 years ago, 
he said. 


The AIDS Memorial of Sonoma 
County will be located in the chapel of 
the Church Of The Resurrection. 
Memorial plaques, measuring 2 1/2 
inches by 7/8 inches, can be purchased 
for $25 each, which includes their 
placement on the wall and perpetual 
maintenance, Voyles said. 

“The chapel is basically redwood. 
The logo for the memorial is a red rib¬ 
bon in the shape of an infinity sign. 
The plaques are matte and brushed 
brass and will be placed on black lam¬ 
inate board. 

“They really stand out,” Voyles 
said. 

The inaugural dedication of the 
AIDS Memorial is set for World AIDS 
Day, and will include an interfaith 
Celebration of Remembrance. 

The architecture, design, and con¬ 
struction of the memorial were donat¬ 
ed by local professionals. 

Voyles said that the Church Of The 
Resurrection is a “service-oriented” 
Roman Catholic parish “very similar” 
to San Francisco’s Most Holy 
Redeemer parish, which operates its 
own full service AIDS Support Group. 

“Its members are much more 
attuned to social issues than they are 
hung up on authority issues,” Voyles 
told the Bay Area Reporter. T

And then 
there’s Susan Hester, who 
is running a cancer project 
named for her partner.” 

And you know that 
Andrews could go on and 
on telling stories of human 
dignity and passion.

White

White at knife-point, and later 
pimped, but could not escape 
White’s control because of 
threats made against his family. 

After Gaines was murdered, 
Murdoch fled to Seattle, where 
he had lived before coming to 
San Francisco at the age of 17. 

White was arrested on 
felony sodomy charges in 1984 
near Salem, Oregon when 
Oregon State police stopped to 
see why White’s car was pulled 
to the side of the road. A young 


hitchhiker jumped out of the 
car and told police White was 
armed and had attempted to 
rape him. 

Oregon police discovered 
that White was wanted for 
questioning in the murder of 
Gomez in September 1984. 

White later confessed that 
he killed Gomez because he 
was enraged that the young 
man had left him. 

Tragically, the day before he 
was murdered Gomez had rec¬ 
onciled with his father during a 
fishing trip and was making 
preparations to return home to 
his family. After he had told his 


father he was gay and had 
come to San Francisco because 
he needed to be around gay 
youth his age, Gomez had been 
assured by his father that he 
would not be rejected because 
of his sexual orientation. 

In its denial of a reversal of 
the conviction, the court called 
the motion by the San 
Francisco Public Defender’s 
Office “ludicrous.” 

The District Attorney had 
sought the death penalty in the 
case, but a special circum¬ 
stances jury gave White life in 
prison without the possibility 
of parole. T

.' ome like it hot - hot food, hot music, 

hot action. Gay San Franciscans who 
are so inclined frequently find them- 
' selves in the city’s own Latin Quarter, 

. the Mission District, where Sixteenth 
, 1 . Street ebbs and flows with gay and les- 

^ '' bian activity as it runs through the 

mostly Hispanic neighborhood on its 
way to the Castro. 

These days, area residents say, there is a renewed 
strength in the gay presence that has long been felt here. 
Call it a renaissance, or an emergence, but not a partic¬ 
ularly recent trend, say those who know the street best. 

In fact, the Sixteenth Street Corridor represents only 
one interesting and definable segment of the total 
emerging Latino/Latina gay/lesbian community. It is, 
however, the best known, and is likely to become even 
more so now that it has been recently documented in a 
lively new 30-minute color video called / Viva 16! 

Valentin Aguirre, 26, and Augie Robles, 28, com- 
padres in videomaking, told the B.A.R. that they did not 
imagine when they began their color video how big a 
project it would turn out to be. 

“A lot of gay young Latinos like to see a reflection 
of who they are, and find themselves on Sixteenth 
Street like I did when I was 19,” says Aguirre. “And 
now I’ve lived, worked, and grown on Sixteenth Street, 
and I haven’t left it yet.” 

It took them almost a year to film and edit /Viva 16!, 
which they describe as “a short movie focusing on the 
queens, drag performers, and homeboys of San 
Francisco’s gay Latino strip.” 

“For some people,” Aguirre told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “Sixteenth Street is new; the history of it 
might actually say we’re going through a renaissance 
and we’re growing out. But that’s where our roots 
remain for a lot of gay Latinos. 

“As new gay Latinos arrive they might feel this is a 
new community, but there has been a gay Latino com¬ 
munity here for over two decades, and what we’re see¬ 
ing is an emergence of gay Latinos.” 

/Viva 16! premiered at the 18th International Gay 
and Lesbian Film Festival in June. It screened again 
July 28 at Esta Noche, a bar on Sixteenth where much 
of the action takes place. Another screening of the new 
video is set for Sunday, September 25 at the Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts as part of “Mission Possible,” 
a program containing several works relating to the 
Mission District. It is part of [Festival Cine Latino! pro¬ 
duced by Cine Action. 

“Our main focus now is to get it seen by as many peo¬ 
ple as possible - gay. Latino or otherwise,” Aguirre said. 

Aguirre and Robles are developing plans for several 
other videos. Each has one now in production and sev¬ 
eral in pre-production. “A lot of the Sixteenth Street 
footage was not used,” Aguirre said. Out of 35 hours of 
footage, fewer than 30 minutes ended up in the video. 

As for the worst critics of /Viva 16!, that would be its 
creators. “We’ve been critical of it,” said Aguirre. The pri¬ 
mary focus of the movie is Chicanos - Mexican-

One in Four Hawaiians 
Support Same-Sex Marriage

A recent poll shows that while the majority of 
Hawaii residents are opposed to legalizing same- 
sex marriage, a quarter of those surveyed 
expressed support for the relatively new gay 
equality issue. The poll of 800 respondents was 
taken by SMS Research and Marketing Services 
for The Advertiser, Honolulu’s leading daily 
newspaper, and the local Channel 2 News. 

To the question “Should Hawaii allow two peo¬ 
ple of the same sex to get married?” 68 percent 
said no, 24 percent said, yes, and eight percent said 
they don’t toow or refused to answer. The survey 
had a margin of error of 3.5 percent. 

Based on the responses to the survey, it was 
apparent that young people between 18-24 years 
old and Caucasians are more likely to favor a 
state-sanctioned marriage for same-sex couples, 
while males and Filipinos are more likely to 
oppose the idea. 

With the campaigning for this November’s 
election now in full gear, the issue of same-sex 
marriage is certain to be part of political debates. 
Of the major candidates running for top state and 
city positions, at least three have made known 


their stand on this controversial issue. Lieutenant 
Governor Ben Cayetano, the likely Democratic 
candidate for governor, is known for his support 
for the local gay community. He went on record 
last June to say that “no one’s dreams of housing, 
a secure job or the legal and economic benefits of 
marriage should be denied because of their race, 
sex, sexual orientation, age, color, national origin, 
religion, ethnic identity, or economic status.” 
Cayetano is Filipino-American. 

The Republican candidate for governor, Pat 
Saiki, has said that she does not favor same-sex 
marriage. Saiki continues to maintain a comfort¬ 
able lead in most polls. 

Another candidate who is openly supportive of 
gay and lesbian rights is Gary Gill, who is running 
for mayor of Honolulu. Gill had submitted testi¬ 
mony favoring same-sex marriage when the issue 
came before the state legislature earlier this year. 
Gill and his wife had participated as grand mar¬ 
shals in previous gay pride parades. 

The issue of equal protection in marriage for 
same-sex couples goes back to court in April 1995. 
Last year’s Hawaii Supreme Court ruling requiring 
the state to prove a “compelling interest” in main¬ 
taining the ban on same-sex marriage still stands. ▼

Cincinnati’s Tourism Experts 
See Biz Drop After Anti-Gay Vote

CINCINNATI - Now that a 
court ruling has prevented 
Cincinnati from enacting a pro¬ 
vision similar to Colorado’s 
Amendment 2, denying dis¬ 
crimination protection to its 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual resi¬ 
dents, the head of its convention 
and visitors bureau has asked 
the city not to appeal. 

Mike Wilson, president of 
the Greater Cincinnati 
Convention and Visitors 
Bureau, said he sent letters to 
city council members last week, 
asking them not to appeal a fed¬ 
eral court ruling that overturned 
as unconstitutional a voter- 
approved ordinance denying 
housing and employment dis¬ 
crimination to homosexuals and 
bisexuals. 

But two city councilmen, 
Todd Fortune and Phil 
Heimlich, said they first want a 
legal opinion from the city 
solicitor’s office. 

Last November 2, Cincinnati 
voters approved the new law, 
known as Issue 3. On August 9, 
Cincinnati U.S. District Judge 
Arthur Spiegel struck it down, 
saying even a majority of voters 
cannot deny other citizens the 
rights protected by the U.S. 
Constitution. 


Convention and Visitors 
Bureau officials were relieved 
after Spiegel’s decision. Three 
conventions canceled plans to 
hold meetings in Cincinnati fol¬ 
lowing voter approval of Issue 
3, costing the Cincinnati area 
about $20 million in revenue. 
Several other groups were 
reportedly considering selecting 
another city for their conven¬ 
tions. 

Wilson is worried even more 
conventions might cancel if the 
city appeals the ruling. 

“I understand Mr. Wilson’s 
position, and I’ve seen letters 
from people who’ve pulled con¬ 
ventions out of the city because 
of Issue 3,” Fortune told the 
Cincinnati Post. “But that won’t 
keep me from upholding my 
responsibilities under the city 
charter and my oath of office.” 

Heimlich said he would 
work under the assumption that 
the city has an obligation to 
appeal Spiegel’s ruling unless 
he hears otherwise from the 
solicitor. 

Sentiment among City 
Council members is split. 
Councilwoman Bobbie Sterne 
told the Cincinnati Enquirer 
earlier this month she was 
“delighted” with the decision, 
while Councilman Nick Vehr 
said he believes decisions such 


as Spiegel’s undermines voters’ 
faith in the electoral process. T

the first three months of the 
study, the 18 lesbian couples - 
one partner of whom was HIV¬ 
positive, the other of whom was 
HIV-negative - kept a daily 
diary of their sexual activity, 
and visited the researchers’ 
clinic monthly. 

At each monthly visit, the 
researchers assessed the 
seronegative partner’s risk of 
infection; they divided high- 
risk sexual activity into four 
categories: oral sex, “anal 
manipulation,’’ sex during 
menses, and exchanging sex 
toys.

inject drugs or have sex with 
men, the researchers reported. 

“There was no evidence of 
female-to-female transmission 
of HIV-1 during our study,” Dr. 
Rateiri wrote. However, he did 
acknowledge that “further stud¬ 
ies ... with greater sample size 
and longer follow-up are need¬ 
ed to confirm these results.” 

It is in those two areas - 
sample size and duration of fol¬ 
low-up - that critics say the 
study falls short.

used it to be so definitive for any 
other group of people.” 

More than a decade into the 
AIDS epidemic, a paucity of 
studies of female-to-female 
transmission exists. No research 
has been conducted by the 
Centers for Disease Control, 
which leaves people to rely pri¬ 
marily on anecdotal evidence 
rather than solid scientific 
research. 

“One of the things I have a 
great concern about,” said 
Young of the National Women 
and HIV/AIDS Project, “is that 
we continue to tell lesbians 
they’re not at risk at all. But I 
don’t believe I’m the only per¬ 
son who happens to know 
women who only have sex with 
other women, who are HIV¬ 
positive and have no other 
known risk factor.” 

Tom Skinner, a CDC 
spokesperson, said the agency 
acknowledges that some risk 
does indeed exist for woman- 
to-woman transmission of HIV. 

“The risk is low,” Skinner 
said. “However, we have long 
recognized that HIV can be 
transmitted from woman to 
woman via oral sex.” 

The CDC does not provide 
any concrete information on 
what precautions lesbians can 
take to avoid becoming infected 
with HIV from a female part¬ 
ner, Skinner said. 

“We don’t have any informa¬ 
tion on any proven or effective 
interventions,” Skinner said. 
“As far as items like dental 
dams and Saran Wrap ... there 
just is no research that looked at 
whether or not those are effec¬ 
tive interventions.” 

“Women are really up a 
creek without a paddle,” 
Hollibaugh said. “If we’re not 
bringing to bed the information 
we need to make good deci¬ 
sions, then studies like [the one 
in Italy] don’t help us.” 

It is precisely this lack of 
research that has prompted the 
Lesbian Avengers chapter in 
San Francisco to target the 
CDC. Direct actions against a 
CDC office there began last 
week, when three Avengers, 


with their pelvises wrapped in 
Saran Wrap, unfurled a 20-foot- 
long banner reading, “Dykes 
demand the CDC study woman- 
to-woman AIDS transmission.” 
The activists also shouted 
“CDC: We’re outraged. You 
don’t know shit about dykes 
and AIDS.” 

“We’re encouraged to prac¬ 
tice safe sex, and we’re not 100 
percent certain we need to,” 
said Ruth Masterson of the San 
Francisco Lesbian Avengers. 
“The safe sex that is practiced is 
just rigged-up guessing what 
will be right.” 

Echoing the demands of 
other lesbian health advocates 
nationwide, the San Francisco 
Lesbian Avengers are calling on 
the CDC to conduct studies of 
woman-to-woman HIV trans¬ 
mission; to fund outreach pre¬ 
vention and education efforts for 
lesbians and bisexual women; 
and to revise its definition of 
“lesbian” - a definition that cur¬ 
rently considers only women 
who have not had sex with a 
man since 1978 as lesbians. 

The year 1978 is used, 
Skinner said, because that is the 
year public health officials 
believe HIV first began circu¬ 
lating in the U.S. 

The San Francisco 
Department of Health last year 
published two studies of les¬ 
bians and bisexual women that 
underscored that a woman’s 
behavior, not her sexual orienta¬ 
tion, is what puts her at risk for 
HIV. Both studies found that 
significant numbers of women 
engaged in risky behavior. 

One of the studies, “HIV 
Seroprevalence and Risk 
Behaviors Among Lesbians and 
Bisexual Women,” found a 
three-times-higher rate of HIV 
infection among lesbian and 
bisexual women than among 
heterosexual women. The other 
study, “Health Behavior Among 
Lesbian and Bisexual Women,” 
found a high rate of risky 
behavior, as well as a high rate 
of women - 84 percent - who 
agreed with the statement, “My 
sexual behavior keeps me at 
low risk for contracting HIV.” 

Although the studies 
addressed the fact that even 
self-identified lesbians do 
engage in high-risk behavior, 
including having sex with men 
and using injection drugs, the 
San Francisco research did not 
address the issue of woman-to- 
woman transmission of HIV. 

Hollibaugh of GMHC said 
she advocates research into co¬ 
factors that may heighten the 
risk of HIV transmission 
between two women, such as 
the presence of a sexually trans¬ 
mitted disease or a yeast infec¬ 
tion in one or both partners. 

Hollibaugh said that co-fac¬ 
tors have been involved in the 
cases of women she knows who 
she believes have been infected 
by a female sex partner. 

“All of us are desperate for 
information,” Hollibaugh said. ▼

East Bay Company Helps 
Predict HIV Progression 

EMERYVILLE, CALIFORNIA - Chiron Corporation is offer¬ 
ing doctors a technology to measure HIV progression in patients. 
The method uses Chiron’s branched DNA signal amplification 
technology, which might prove useful in predicting progression of 
HIV infection to AIDS and in monitoring changes in viral level in 
patients on antiviral therapy, studies show. To date, doctors have 
relied on such markers as levels of CD4 cells as indicators of dis¬ 
ease progression and response to therapy. These, and symptomatic 
changes in patients, typically lag behind the increase in viral levels 
and their exclusive use may delay the start or change of treatment. 

The testing service will be performed at a laboratory at Chiron’s 
corporate headquarters.

Opens Women’s HIV Facility 

LAWNDALE, CALIFORNIA - Aileen Getty, former daughter- 
in-law of Elizabeth Taylor, is opening the first women’s AIDS house 
in September, here. 

This latest project of the Aileen Getty Women’s Program is going 
to be named “The Dallas House,” after an 8-year-old boy named 
Dallas whom Getty took into her home after his parents died of 
AIDS. Dallas recently died of the disease himself. Getty has three 
other women’s homes on the drawing board. 

Getty is the former wife of Taylor’s son, Michael Wilding, and 
the mother of Liz’s two grandsons, ages 10 and 11. She has been 
fighting her own battle with AIDS for over a year.

Woman Wins $100,000 

Award Over False-Positive HIV Test 

COLUMBUS, OHIO - A Cincinnati woman has won a $100,000 
medical negligence lawsuit against the University of Cincinnati and 
Hoxworth Blood Center because of inaccurate HIV test results. 

Andrea Beth Alfarano Kennedy was a nursing assistant at 
University Hospital in July 1990 when she accidentally stuck herself 
with a needle used to draw blood from a patient. Hospital policy 
required she be tested for HIV, and she was told on August 8, 1990, 
that two separate blood tests showed she had contracted the virus. 

Alfarano Kennedy underwent a hysterectomy after being told she 
had contracted HIV; two later tests showed the August test results 
were incorrect and that Alfarano Kennedy was not HIV-positive. 

In a decision announced August 16, Ohio Court of Claims Judge 
Dean Strausbaugh ruled University Hospital and Hoxworth caused 
Alfarano Kennedy’s emotional distress, fear, and depression as a result 
of the incorrect test results, and that Alfarano Kennedy underwent the 
hysterectomy because she feared passing the vims to an unborn child.

Population Exceeds Earth’s Capacity 

The current human population - with no signs of slowing in its 
fast-paced expansion - already far exceeds Earth’s carrying capaci¬ 
ty. While the planet could comfortably host some 2 billion people, 
it is inhabited by more than 5 billion. What’s to be done? Ecologists 
Paul Ehrlich of Stanford University and Gretchen Daily of the 
University of California, Berkeley, think they have the answer. They 
say a more equitable world would be a better world. 

“Given present consumption patterns and technologies, the human 
population has already exceeded Earth’s carrying capacity, yet it is 
projected to at least double in size before halting growth,” they say. 

‘The prospect of further expansion of the population makes it 
essential that societies capitalize on our species’ ingenuity and behav¬ 
ioral flexibility to create a sustainable human enterprise,” they say. 
Otherwise, they warn, civilization may well collapse. They urge gov¬ 
ernment policies promoting equity. As an example, they say, if 
women had the same access to jobs as men, the birth rate would drop.

AIDS treatment since the drug 
AZT was introduced, 
Tepperman and Elder said. 

“It may sound like this idea 
is coming out of left field,” 
Elder told the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. “But that may be 
what it takes for HIV.” 

Dicyanogold is a combina¬ 
tion of gold and cyanide. 
Although it is found in gold- 
based arthritis drugs, it can be 
toxic. At prescription levels, 
side effects range from rashes 
to kidney damage in 30 percent 
of people who take the medi¬ 
cines. About one percent suffer 
bone marrow collapse. 

Still, Tepperman and Elder 
say heavy metals are commonly 
used in medicine; platinum is 
used in chemotherapy to treat 
cancer, and silver is used in 
creams to treat serious bums. 

Gold is ingested in other 
forms besides arthritis medi¬ 
cine. It is served as thin coat¬ 


ings on gourmet pastries, and 
people even drink gold leaf 
floating in some liqueurs. 

Tepperman and Elder have 
been studying gold-based 
arthritis drugs since 1981. They 
knew researchers in France had 
been studying them as a treat¬ 
ment for AIDS, but the U.C. 
pair discovered something the 
French didn’t know. 

They said the French tests 
never found a safe dose of the 
gold-based arthritis drugs, but 
U.C. tests last year showed a 20 
parts per billion dose of 
dicyanogold cut in half the 
activity of an enzyme HIV uses 
to reproduce. 

And Tepperman said arthri¬ 
tis patients have already safely 
absorbed up to six times as 
much dicyanogold. 

Tepperman and Elder have 
been working on the gold idea 
since 1991, but they didn’t seek 
publicity until the patent applica¬ 
tion was filed and ^eir paper was 
presented because they wanted to 
prevent rival researchers from 
stealing their concept. ▼

master switch that can turn off or slow the virus’s 
replication. 

Using the computer. Dr. Will Taylor and his 
^colleagues focused on regions that others have 
assumed were nonsense. These areas were not 
believed to be important in part because their pro¬ 
tein-encoding messages are cut short by the “stop 
codons” that usually signal the end of a message. 

“These genes contained codons, which usually 
means ‘stop.’ But it turns out that ‘stop’ doesn’t 
always mean ‘stop,’” Taylor said. 

In the last decade, biologists have discovered 
that in special cases viruses can ignore the “stop” 
signal. When this happens, the sequence is no 
longer nonsense and can be translated into a pro¬ 
tein. This has been shown to happen in human and 
bacterial cells. Taylor’s group thinks this tech¬ 
nique may also be at work in the case of HIV. 

“For some reason, no one has seriously consid¬ 
ered that this could go on in HIV,” Taylor said. 

The researchers propose that in the presence of 
a selenium-containing amino acid, the virus might 
make a protein that actually serves to repress its 
own replication. But when selenium levels fall off, 
the virus might turn on replication again and 
search out new sources for selenium. 

In this scenario, “the virus is happy getting a 
certain amount of selenium, but when supplies are 
depleted, that would be a signal it is time to start 
replicating again and time to get out of the cell,” 
Taylor said. 

When this happens, the virus released from one 
cell could attack other healthy cells. 

AIDS researchers have noted for some time 


that AIDS and ARC patients commonly had low 
levels of selenium in their blood. People have 
assumed that the depletion was simply an indirect 
symptom of AIDS. Taylor suggests there might be 
a much more direct link between selenium and 
HIV. 

“This is a truly exciting new discovery because 
it shows some new approaches with which we can 
possibly control viral replication,” commented 
cancer researcher Gerhard Schrauzer, a professor 
emeritus of biochemistry at the University of 
California, San Diego. 

“These genes that Dr. Taylor has seen require 
the trace element selenium, and as long as there is 
enough selenium around in the cells, the virus 
behaves itself. When the selenium is depleted, 
then the virus can switch into a high rate of repli¬ 
cation and cause full-blown AIDS,” Schrauzer 
said. 

If “in the presence of selenium the virus loses 
pathogenecity - if selenium slows down the repli¬ 
cation of the virus - then the consequences are 
truly fascinating, not just for HIV but for viral dis¬ 
eases in general,” Schrauzer said. 

Others think it is too early to tell what the sig¬ 
nificance of the findings will prove to be. 

“We’re wondering if the genes are real. We 
have been working with him on it, and it’s an 
interesting idea. We have samples and the exper¬ 
tise to test them very quickly, so we’ll find out 
from a practical sense” whether the genes are 
there, said Tom Folks, Chief of Retroviruses 
Diseases Branch at the Center for Disease Control 
and Prevention in Atlanta. 

Folks is currently looking for evidence of the 
genes, in the form of protein, in blood samples 
taken from people with AIDS. If he finds it, it 
would go a long way to proving Taylor’s theory. T

She was also co-founder of 
the Federation of Gay Games, 
and wrote the by-laws and arti¬ 
cles of incorporation for the 
group that chooses the annual 
location and oversees the inter¬ 
national athletic meet. A life¬ 
long sports enthusiast, Streicher 
was perhaps best known for her 
commitment to women’s pool 
and women’s softball. She was 
inducted into the Gay Softball 
League’s Hall of Fame in 1994. 

Bom in Toledo, Ohio on 
December 15, 1925, Streicher 
settled in San Francisco in the 
mid-1940s after a stint as a 
camera girl in Hollywood. In an 
interview for the 1994 Lesbian 
and Gay Freedom Day issue of 
the Bay Area Reporter, 
Streicher talked candidly about 
her life as an open lesbian dur¬ 
ing a time when, she said, there 
weren’t many contemporary 
lesbian role models. 

“There wasn’t really any¬ 
one,” she recalled. “There 
weren’t any organizations. ... 
Starting out in the mid ’40s you 
just sort of went along.” 

Streicher said that because 
women were needed in urban 
areas for the war effort. World 
War II was a major turning 
point in American lesbian histo¬ 
ry- 


“Up ’til then if somebody 
left home for a strange place, 
you knew that it was just some 
terrible social reason forcing 
them to go,” she said. 

Streicher and Maud’s were 
immortalized by filmmaker 
Paris Poirier in Last Call At 
Maud’s, a moving documentary 
that detailed the importance of 
Streicher and Maud’s in the 
lives of the bar’s patrons and the 
life of the local lesbian commu¬ 
nity. 

Earlier this year, Streicher 
was honored with a testimonial 
dinner at the Marines Memorial 
Building by an overflow crowd 
of supporters and well-wishers, 
including such prominent local 
officials as Supervisor Carole 
Migden and City Attorney 
Louise Renne, who saluted the 
trailblazer for her enormous 
contributions to the City and 
County of San Francisco and to 
the local lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity. 

She was also honored with 
the Tom Waddell Cup at the 
closing ceremonies of the Gay 
Games in New York in June, 
eight years after she literally 
carried the torch for the Gay 
Games ceremony in San 
Francisco in 1986. 

Streicher is survived by her 
lover of 18 years, Mary Sanger. 

A memorial service for 
Rikki Streicher will be held at 5 
p.m. Sunday, September 11 at 
the Swedenborgian Church, 
located at 2101 Lyon Street.

America Online Welcomes 
Gay America Online

While the computer net 
Millennium Online is trying to 
capture a chunk of gay, lesbian, 
and bisexual computer users 
participating in online services, 
America Online (AOL) has 
already done so. This service 
now tops 800,000 users, and is 
still growing fast. 

AOL doesn’t have any gay 
publications online, but there 
are many articles that cover our 
community that can be found in 
The New York Times online, as 
well as in other publications. 
The 10 Percent forum on 
Millennium Online has been a 
major disappointment, both to 
users and to Millennium 
Online’s management in 
Florida. 

On AOL, there’s a Gay and 
Lesbian Community Forum. 
The National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF) makes use 
of AOL, both for e-mail purpos¬ 
es and for the dissemination of 
news and information. During 
the last election. Peri Jude 
Radecic and David M. Smith of 
NGLTF coordinated a “live- 
from-the-field interactive com¬ 
puter chat and reporting ser¬ 
vice.” 

During that project, partici¬ 
pants from several cities around 
the U.S. - including Robert 
Bray in San Francisco - provid¬ 
ed reports on what was happen¬ 
ing in their communities. 

Another very popular fea¬ 
ture of AOL for G/L/B users are 
the “chat” forums. These allow 
individuals to type “live” mes¬ 
sages back and forth in what are 
called “rooms.” One such room 
is the Lambda Lounge. If users 
then want to continue the online 
communication in a private 
way, they can then exchange 
private e-mail. Or they can cre¬ 
ate a “private” room online, in 
which only they can enter and 
view what is being typed. 

If you aren’t quite sure of 
what goes on there, think of 
phone sex, but with a computer, 
modem and keyboard instead. 
It takes some fast fingers (espe¬ 
cially on the keyboard), as 
many users find themselves 
typing with only one hand! 

AOL’s Internet Center pro¬ 
vides fast and easy access to the 
Internet. Over the coming 


months, America Online will 
expand the Internet Center to 
provide access to more features 
- while keeping the AOL “look 
and feel” that users are familiar 
with. 

Besides e-mail to Internet 
users and to those on other 
commercial online services, 
you’ll find Newsgroups, 
GOPHER, WAIS (Wide Area 
Information Server) databases 
and MOSAIC. World Wide 
Web (WWW) access is coming. 
There are a number of gay/les¬ 
bian Newsgroups on the 
Internet. 

You’ll also find Zen and the 
Art of the Internet online so 
you can browse chapters at 
leisure. The book is a “classic” 
on ’Net usage. Written by 
Brendan Kehoe, it’s meant to 
be an orientation for the novice 
user of what’s available on the 
Internet. 

In the Electronic Frontier 
Foundation (EFF) forum, you’ll 
be able to keep up with social 
and legislative trends that 
impact the emerging info super¬ 
highway. You can read spirited 
discussions on issues like priva¬ 
cy, censorship, online commu¬ 
nities, education, communica¬ 
tions infrastructure, and regula¬ 
tion. 

Also online is Wired, the 
“magazine of the Digital 
Generation” - covering interac¬ 
tive media, the networking 
community, and the toys of 
technology. In the Wired 
Magazine forum, you can read 
back issues, and participate in 
online discussion with the 
“Wired community” on AOL. 

Mac and PC Telecommuni¬ 
cations Forums provide mes¬ 
sage boards, software libraries, 
real-time conferences, and 
much more to help you learn 
about the world of electronic 
communities and the world 
beyond your desktop. In these 
forums, AOL users support 
each other in their interests in 
networking and BBSing. 

Overall, AOL is the most 
gay-friendly online service. 
While gay-bashers still enter 
gay chat rooms on a daily basis, 
complaints against the trouble¬ 
makers to the TOS (Terms Of 
Service) department on AOL 
can result in their losing their 
accounts after two warnings. ▼

Thist Your Eyes

A new study by some 
Harvard researchers 
reinforces the 
notion, long sup¬ 
ported by casual 
observation, that there are about 
twice as many gay men as there 
are lesbian women in the United 
States. Meanwhile a different 
study, by a University of 
Maryland scientist, dealt a seri¬ 
ous blow to the popular theory 
that gays and lesbians have 
“higher discretionary incomes” 
than heterosexuals. Neither con¬ 
clusion surprises those of us 
who actually live in the queer 
community, but these studies 
may help inform the chronically 
myopic mainstream community. 

The Harvard study - which 
found that 21.5 percent of men 
and 11.1 percent of women had 
experienced “homosexual 
behavior or attraction” since age 
15 - is only the latest to find a 
two-fold difference between 
men and women regarding 
homosexuality. The first was the 
venerable Kinsey study of .the 
1950s which shocked the nation 
by reporting that ten percent of 
the population engaged in 
homosexual behavior. This fig¬ 
ure was arrived at by averaging 
the figures for men (of whom 13 
percent reported queer-sex con¬ 
tacts) and those for women 
(only six percent). Most subse¬ 
quent research worthy of atten¬ 
tion has reported similar propor¬ 
tions. 


A quick stroll through any of 
the world’s gay urban meccas 
suggests that the queer demi¬ 
monde is heavily male and that 
women are a distinct minority 
within the subculture. National 
gay and lesbian organizations 
and magazines, striving for gen¬ 
der parity on their mailing lists, 
have generally been unable to 
break the ceiling that appears to 
exist at about the one-third

mark: women are always out¬ 
numbered by about two to one. 

My theory is that women’s 
sexuality is so repressed in gen¬ 
eral in this country that they are 
less likely to discover their own 
deviant desires than are men, 
who are after all relatively 
encouraged to notice, experi¬ 
ence, and gratify their sexual 
impulses. However, the Harvard 
study is likely to encounter 
mainstream opposition because 
of the generally high numbers it 
found, rather than for any unex¬ 
plained differences between the 
male and female rates. 

When truth is queer 

Ever since the Kinsey study, 
conservatives and homophobes 
have sought to challenge the 
high ten percent figure it 
enshrined in the public mind. 
They were quite relieved when a 
national survey last year found 
only one percent of the popula¬ 


tion reporting homosexual 
behavior. They were contrast¬ 
ingly distressed when an exit 
poll of national elections, which 
incidentally asked respondents 
their sexual orientation, report¬ 
ed that four percent declared 
themselves “gay, lesbian, or 
bisexual.” 

The earlier, lower figure 
doubtless resulted from the fact 
that subjects were interviewed 
in their homes, sometimes in the 
presence of their families, after 
detailed personal information 
(such as social security num¬ 
bers, etc.) had already been 
given. The higher figure from 
the exit poll reflects both the rel¬ 
ative anonymity of the survey 
and the post-voting aura of 
empowerment that perhaps 
encouraged queer respondents 
to be more aggressively honest 
with such personal information 
than they would be on most 
occasions. 

A definitive, well-done 
national study on the issue - 
there haven’t been any since 
Kinsey - would largely resolve 
this issue. But, conscious of 
where the truth lies, the conser¬ 
vatives have blocked such a 
study despite urgent calls for 
one by those concerned with 
stopping the spread of AIDS. 
When Truth is Queer, Ignorance 
is Bliss to their minds. 

The Harvard study, based on 
work done by crack pollster Lou 
Harris as part of an AIDS infor¬ 
mation and attitude survey, put 
the sexually explicit questions at

the end of the questionnaire, and 
unlike the rest of it, this section 
was filled out privately by the 
respondent. In this tolerably 
safe setting, over one-fifth of the 
men and one-tenth of the 
women acknowledged having 
experienced queer desire in the 
recent past. Such a high figure 
will be hard for the homophobes 
to swallow, but it will be diffi¬ 
cult for them to challenge the 
combined credentials of Lou 
Harris and Harvard. 

De facto bonus 

Despite their reluctance to 
encourage any honest investiga¬ 
tion of deviant sexuality, the 
conservatives have delighted to 
use the gay community’s own 
research against us. The much- 
bannered assertion that queers 
have higher incomes, promoted 
by the gay market-research 
group Overlooked Opinions and 
other Lavender Dollarists, has 
been taken up by homophobes 
as proof of our privileged status 
and used to set us up as scape¬ 
goats for the anger of the poor. 

The flaw in the higher 
income theoiy has always been 
in who it surveyed and who it 
compared them to. These sam¬ 
ples were always drawn from 
pools of gay consumers, a cross 
section of the community’s 
upper crust. These well-heeled 
guppies and luppies were then 
contrasted with a hypothetical 
“average American” derived 
from census statistics. Not too 
surprisingly, the gilded queers 
outearned the average 
Americans. 

The University of Maryland 
study made a point of compar¬ 
ing queers with counterparts 
matched for age, education, 
occupation, marital status (I 
wonder how they calculated that 
one) and residence. They culled 
these subjects from annual 
national surveys done by the 
reputable (if generally pretty 
conservative) National Opinion 
Research Center at the 
University of Chicago. The 
questionnaire never mentioned 
“homosexuality” per se, but it 
did discreetly ask how many 
men or women respondents had 
slept with since age 18, making 
it possible to determine their 
sexual orientation when you 
matched up this question with 
their gender. 

Eighty-one of the 1,700 fully 
employed subjects reported 
same-sex contact; that works 
out to about 4.8 percent of the 


total, a figure comparable to the 
Harvard study. (The press 
reports don’t say how many of 
those 81 were men and how 
many were women; I’ll bet it 
breaks down along the same 
two-to-one ratio mentioned 
above). When queers were com¬ 
pared to non-queers from the 
common sample, it was found 
that homosexual men earn an 
average of 11 to 27 percent less 
than straights and lesbians earn 
five to 14 percent less. 

These stats illuminate what 
most queers figured out years 
ago. Whatever the Lavender 
Dollarists promote, it’s obvious 
that openly gay workers earn 
less than a heterosexual would 
in the same position. Toleration 
of our sexuality is counted as a 
de facto bonus, a (usually) 
unspoken belief that we should 
be so thankful that they hired us 
at all that we won’t have the 
effrontery to ask for a fair wage. 
And a one-fourth reduction in 
salary is a big bite; it gives some 
estimate of the cash value 
received for “passing” as 
straight and staying in the clos¬ 
et. The author of the study 
explicitly concludes that “gays 
need civil rights protection.” 

Ironically, women were dis¬ 
criminated against, on the aver¬ 
age, only half as much. This is 
partly because lesbians are less 
visible, considered less threat¬ 
ening when they are visible, and 
accorded some extra status for 
their perceived butchness. Also, 
in the words of the study’s 
author, “The main problem with 
lesbians is that they’re women,” 
meaning that they suffer more 
from gender discrimination than 
from homophobia. 

The main conclusion to be 
drawn from both studies is sim¬ 
ply to trust your eyes. When 
pollsters confute and contradict 
each other, turn to simple obser¬ 
vation and common sense. 
Kinsey’s ten percent figure 
makes sense; subsequent gues- 
timates putting gays at less than 
one percent of the population 
are flatly contradicted by the 
size of queer crowds at gay 
pride rallies and our semi-annu¬ 
al national gatherings. It’s also 
obvious that there are more men 
than women in the gay commu¬ 
nity and that we earn less than 
our comparable heterosexual 
counterparts. It’s nice when sta¬ 
tistics catch up with reality; 
alas, it takes rather longer for 
mainstream opinion to accom¬ 
modate the truth. T

Another First for California 

Domestic Partners Bill Squeaks By 


by Kent Brandley 

Whether you’re gay or les¬ 
bian, or a senior citizen living 
with another unmarried senior 
for companionship, good news 
came out of the California 
Senate the evening of Tuesday, 
August 23. Senators voted 21-17 
to approve a limited domestic 
partners bill. 

The measure will now go 
back to the Assembly, where it 
narrowly passed in May, to iron 
out differences between the 
Assembly and Senate versions, 
and will then go to Governor 
Pete Wilson. 

If Wilson signs it California 
would become the first state in 
the nation to legally recognize 


domestic partners by allowing 
them to register with the state. 

Wilson, in a tight election 
battle with Democrat Kathleen 
Brown, might veto the bill to 
avoid making conservative 
Republicans angry, observers 
say. 

The bill, authored by 
Assemblyman Richard Katz, D- 
Sepulveda, attempts to address 
inequities in situations where 
domestic partners are not given 
the same treatment as spouses or 
family members, such as hospi¬ 
tal visits, and grant greater legal 
standing in the bequeathing of 
property. It would not give legal 
recognition to same sex mar¬ 
riages and would not extend 
health benefits to partners. 


Many people questioned the 
bill “as one that would try to 
promote gays and lesbians,” as 
Democratic Senator Henry 
Mello of Watsonvile put it. But 
Mello insisted the bill was of 
more benefit to widowed senior 
citizens who live together and 
prefer not to get married 
because their Social Security or 
pension benefits would then be 
cut. In fact, some of the most 
active lobbying for the bill came 
from seniors. 

In Tuesday’s see-saw Senate 
battle. Democrat Leroy Greene 
of Carmichael cast the deciding 
vote, despite recent gall bladder 
surgery. The measure was 
stalled for most of the day at 20 
“aye” and 16 “no” votes. T

Interview with Lillian Faderman 


Deeper Into Lesbian Love 


by Claudia Steinberg 

nformally, Lillian Faderman began 
the research for her new book 
Chloe Plus Olivia - An Anthology 
of Lesbian Literature from the 
Seventeenth Century to the Present 
in 1956. By then, at the age of 16, 
she had grown tired of the 25 cent 
pulp novels about odd girls and 
twiiight lovers she was used to 
buying at an LA drugstore and 
devouring in search of erotic hero¬ 
ines. Their inevitably unhappy 


endings by suicide or rescue by a 
man on which their redeeming 
social value depended for justify¬ 
ing descriptive scenes otherwise 
unacceptable to the censors had 
become depressing. She was 
starved for good books about her 
kind of love and started scanning 
the centuries for lesbian poems and 
prose. The first scholarly results of 
her research appeared 20 years 
later in her book Surpassing the 
Love of Men, about romantic rela¬ 
tionships between women from the 


Renaissance to our times. Her cur¬ 
rent 800-page volume is intended 
as “a sort of Norton Anthology of 
lesbian literature” - comprehen¬ 
sive, not just chronological, and 
organized around certain recurring 
themes. 

In a recent conversation with 
Faderman in New York, she talked 
about her book, and her life as one 
of today’s most prominent lesbian 
authors. Her years in academe

Tony 
Vaguely 
in Burnt 
Offerings

he 1976 film Burnt Offerings 
; : \ ' is probably remembered most 

: as a film in which the viewer 

; constantly wonders, “What is 
Bette Davis doing in this ter¬ 
rible film?” Had the great 
film actress, the one who was 
sued by her own film studio 
for refusing to act in films she 
thought were stupid, finally suc¬ 
cumbed to playing a twisted drag 
queen caricature of herself to make 
a buck? As Aunt Elizabeth, an 
energetic and kindly, if not slightly 
strange, old woman taken by her 
nephew (Oliver Reed) and his wife 
(Karen Black) to a haunted 
house, Davis plays each scene in 
the film as if she were in a hurry 
to get back to the air-condi¬ 
tioned comfort of her trailer. 
In the film, Marian (Black) 
and Ben (Reed), rent a man¬ 
sion for a summer in the 
country, but once they 
move dieir son and Aunt 
Elizabeth in, the house 
begins to warp their 
personalities and drain 
their precious life ener¬ 
gies.

The Play, the latest brainchild of 
the Sick and Twisted Players, 
writer/director Tony Vaguely trans¬ 
fers the film to the stage casting 
himself as the spacey Marian 
(milking more melodramatic 
pathos out of a Karen Black imper¬ 
sonation than almost seems possi¬ 
ble). Jordan plays the high-strung 
Ben. Lee Minors, in boy drag, 
plays their energetic 12-year-old 
son Davy, and Timmy Spence dons 
the role played by Davis. Actually, 
Spence dispenses with Aunt 
Elizabeth altogether to play your 
typical drag Davis. (Is there a Bette 
Davis training school for aspiring 
Davis impersonators?) 


Clueless 

It is not unusual in a Tony 
Vaguely production for the actors 
to miss lines, giggle here and there, 
or forget what comes next. This is 
all part of the amateurish fun of 
Sick and Twisted shows, but in this 
case, the actors seem positively 
clueless. For the most part the cast 
just seems to be going through the 
motions. 

I suppose it’s to be expected that 
the Sick and Twisted Players, an 
ensemble as savvy as they are pro¬ 
lific, would eventually produce a 


stinker. And this show certainly 
meets the required criteria. But the 
production’s biggest weakness 
isn’t so much the cast or the direc¬ 
tion, but the film from which it’s 
derived. Isn’t it obvious that Burnt 
Offerings isn’t the least bit interest¬ 
ing to begin with? Add to that the 
fact that the Sick and Twisted 
Players recently closed a terrific 
rendition of The Poseidon 
Adventure and are now preparing 
for an October production of the 
horror classic The Omen, and the 
end result is a taxed and dull Burnt 
Offerings. Heck, the actors didn’t 
even look like they were having 
fun. 

Only Birdie-Bob Watt, who 
plays the evil landlady Roz, who 
lures the family into the mansion, 
has any life. Unfortunately she 
only has a couple of short scenes. 
The Sick and Twisted Players don’t 
quite cut the mustard with this one, 
but even Bette Davis couldn’t 
make this turkey work. ▼

’Happy Hands’at the Victoria Room 

Fetish Furniture

B usy hands are happy 
hands, but idle hands 
are the devil’s work¬ 
shop.” The old saw is 
an unlikely title 
inspiration for an exhibition of 
fetishistic art, but ‘‘Happy 
Hands,” which opened last 
week at the Victoria Room, rev¬ 
els in just such playful perversi¬ 
ty. Curated by V Room founder 
Michael Damm, the show 
brings together works by three 
artists concerned with the body, 
sexual function, and materials - 
such as rubber, silicone and 
bondage apparatuses - with a 
definite kink. 

Artist Luther T told me when 
he heard Damm’s title choice 
his first thought was masturba¬ 
tion. In fact, there is a good deal 
of spilled seed on the gallery 
floor, but it takes the form of 
giant soft sculpture. Luther cre¬ 
ates large-scale interactive 
“toys,” and the centerpiece of 
this show is certainly his 
Slingshot, a construction in rub¬ 
ber and steel which looks like an 
attraction in a sex club dungeon. 
Pull the center all the way back 
on its springs, load in a “pillow 
spermie” and shoot! With a little 
practice you should be able to 
lob one right into the “uterine 
target” mounted on the wall. 

The artist wants to humanize 
the currently chic domain of 
“interactive” sculpture and 
installation, reclaim the term 
from its immersion in electron¬ 
ics and computer-based art. His 
works are simpler, more elegant 
than any virtual reality, video 
monitor, high-tech construc¬ 
tion, and they force the viewer 
to use parts of her or his body 
other than the fingertip pushing 
a button. Plug, for example, is 
an ocean buoy suspended sug¬ 
gestively above a ring of vent 
tubing. When you pull a steel 
ring connected by pulleys and a 
rope, the buoy plunges into the 
hole. Sexual. Contemplation is 
an altered chair, with velvet 
covered stones hanging in a fab¬ 
ric pouch, down through a hole 
in the seat. The sense, in Luther 
T’s work, of a cavity needing to 
be filled is strong: his Stuffy, for 
example, is an anonymous 
stuffed fabric being, its one dis¬ 
tinctive feature a sort of all-pur¬ 
pose orifice. Remind you of 
anyone you know? 

Bunny humiliation 

The adorable velveteen rab¬ 
bits in Michelle Rollman’s oeu¬ 
vre also have pussies, in most 
cases, but hers are stuffed ani¬ 
mals living in a dark, dark 
world. Rollman is a master of a 
certain blend of childlike inno¬ 
cence and sadistic torment. Her 
long-suffering bunnies, loving¬ 
ly made and painstakingly 
crafted, are subjected to all 
manner of indignity: manacled 
and bound to the wall, or 
lynched atop a tricycle. In 
Velveteen Rabbits Disguised as 
Real Rabbits, three real rabbit 
faces and sets of sewn paws 
hang miserably in a pillory. 

Playful with a sinister edge, 
Rollman’s creations remind one 
of the real humiliations and 
psychological tortures of child¬ 
hood, that supposedly carefree 
cycle of life. Her Velveteen 
Rabbit/Dunce (Anxious Times) 
sits on a wooden stool, its limbs 
disturbingly rearranged. The

cloth dunce cap on its head is 
emblazoned with words meant 
to hurt: stupid, idiot, blockhead. 

Rollman’s rabbits just about 
steal the show. One Keeps a 
Stiff Upper Lip (Summer Days) 
thanks to a steel skate form 
which clamps around its furry 
face. The creature, dressed in a 
tasteful pink slip, is bound by 
rope and springs into a steamer 
trunk. Even the dapper Magic 
Rabbit is subject to public 
humiliation - he sports a tuxe¬ 
do, but his pants are pulled 
down around his ankles. But the 
artist’s most striking creation is 
Velveteen Rabbit as the Angel of 
Death: all in black, the figure 
has duck wings attached to its 
back by retractable metal con¬ 
structions. Alongside hangs a 
scythe, its very real menace 
only heightened by the black 
velvet bow adorning its handle. 
I am not sure that I have ever 
seen a more uncanny represen¬ 
tation of death in art. 

Shapely bric-a-brac 

Melissa Pokorny’s furniture 
sculptures use valences, 
balustrades, headboards, frag¬ 
ments of couches and uphol¬ 
stery pieces, and melds them 
with cast polyurethane to create 
strange mutated forms which 
the artist calls “fetishistic surro¬ 
gates for the female body.” In 
Booty (LiP Miss Muffit), for 
example, groupings of silicone 
forms sprout behind a velvet- 
backed valence like some giant 
fungus infection, one spore 
even pushing through the fabric 
in front. In another Pokorny 
piece, her cast rubber animals 
(polyurethane pigs, poodles, 
ponies) seem to flow out of 
exposed piping in the wall. 
Although her work shares sur¬ 
face similarities with Mike 
Kelly’s stuffed animals and the 
pathetic aesthetic, Pokorny is 
more interested in the formal 
qualities of sculpture. She stud¬ 
ied with master artist Robert 
Ameson, and that background 
in ceramics and California funk 
art is apparent. Once seen, her 
unique assemblages will not let 
you look at old worn-out furni¬ 


ture in the same way again. 

Victoria Room director 
Michael Damm has put togeth¬ 
er the best kind of group show

Ballroom’s Baz Luhrmann, the 
opera was updated to 1957, and 
though the ensemble was 
impressive, it was tenor David 
Hobson as Rodolfo who stole 
the show. 

The Opera News critic wrote 
of the 32-year-old: “As tall and 
handsome as a movie star, he 
plays Rodolfo with a flip, boy¬ 
ish carelessness that makes his 
love for Mimi all the more 
poignant when he loses her. 
More important, his voice 
sounds like a throwback to pre- 
World War II Italian tenors - 
lean and sexy, with a tight vibra¬ 
to and blooming upper register.” 

Fortunately for Bay Area 
opera lovers, Hobson is making 
his American opera debut here 
in San Francisco, playing 
Danceny in the world premiere 
of Conrad Susa and Philip 
Littell’s The Dangerous 
Liaisons, which opens 
September 10. It is the first time 
he has sung outside Australia. 

“I think it’s important to put 
your hand up for new works,” 
says Hobson, who is himself a 
composer. '"[Dangerous 

Liaisons] is a fantastic score. 
There are tunes, which is a nice 
change. Obviously I haven’t 
heard the orchestration yet, but 
the harmonic structure is fantas¬ 
tic. And everyone [in the cast] 
enjoys singing it. 

“The role of Danceny is 
quite romantic and idealistic. 
I’m still trying to find out who 
he is. It’s funny, you know. I’ve 
always approached every opera 
differently. I’ve overresearched, 
underresearched. But after time 
a character comes from your¬ 
self, ’cause being on stage is a 
reflection of your own being 
anyway. 

“It all depends on (a) the 
music and (b) the interaction 
with the other characters. It 
takes me a while. I’m not the 
sort of performer who can just 
[he snaps his fingers] turn it on. 

“So who is Danceny? I don’t 
know. He’s a Knight of Malta. 
He’s a young gentleman. He’s 
in love and his human foibles 
are found out. He grows up a lit¬ 
tle bit, not necessarily for the 
better, but he grows up.” 

Is he a victim? 

“Of course he is, but he lets 
himself be one. At the end of the 
first act, he talks about having a 
perfect friendship and a love. 
You know, having a friend who 
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is a lover as well as having a 
true love. And he thinks these 
two can both co-exist in his life. 
Of course [Hobson laughs], 
Cecile sees it differently.” 

Scary situation 

Hobson quickly waves away 
congratulations on the astonish¬ 
ing success of the Boheme tele¬ 
cast. “I’m not really a Rodolfo; 
I’m the wrong voice type. I’ve a 
very light tenor, and I’d only do 
[the role] in a theater like in 
Sydney. I could never do it here 
[at the War Memorial].” 

In fact, Hobson did not even 
want to do the role in Sydney 
because he felt it was too heavy 
for his voice, but the artistic 
director of the Australian Opera 
promised him he could with¬ 
draw at any time. 

“I don’t think I sound like an 
opera singer,” Hobson adds. 

What does an opera singer 
sound like? 

“Big! The thought of singing 
here [in a theatre as large as the 
War Memorial] freaks me out. It 
scares the hell out of me! It’s 
only in the last two years, really, 
that I’ve thought of myself as an 
opera singer. I’ve never really 
felt part of the scene; I have no 
ambition for it. I’m totally 
daunted by being here and feel 
like an impostor being with 
these singers, because they’re 
all fantastic, world-established 
performers. 

“I’ve got a smallish voice, 
and I’m still finding my way 
technique-wise. I’m not trying 
to put myself down. I’m just 
being a realist. The reality is I 
did a Boheme in a small house 
in a specialized situation where 
everyone was a friend. It wasn’t 
like here. This is scary.” 

Reluctant performer 

Though Hobson grew up in a 
musical family, when it came 
time to practice the violin, “I’d 


jump out the window and go 
kick the football instead. But 
then I got into rock and roll and 
jazz.” 

He also began writing music, 
including a musical version of 
Macbeth. “I was hocking it 
around, and the Victoria State 
Opera, which is in Melbourne, 
heard my voice on the tape and 
they said, ‘Why don’t you come 
do Pirates of Penzance?’ I was¬ 
n’t interested in performing 
because I thought it was ideo¬ 
logically unsound, getting up on 
stage and showing off. They 
rang me back a third time and 
said, ‘Look, we know you need 
the money, so come do it.’ So I 
did, and it snowballed a bit from 
there.” 

That was in 1987. From 1989 
to 1993 Hobson was a resident 
artist with the Australian Opera, 
where he was named Australian 
Operatic Performer of the Year 
and received the Sydney Critics’ 
Circle Award. 

Next year he is taking eight 
or nine months off to try and put 
everything in perspective. He 
also plans to use the time to do 
more composing, and that 
brings up a lot of questions for 
Hobson. 

“[Sondheim’s] Sweeney Todd 
is the greatest modem opera, so 
far. But have we - you and I - 
got Common Man ears? I don’t 
know what new operas are. 
What should they be? Are they 
relevant? Should we be looking 
at event music or some new 
form? Who is [opera] actually 
speaking to? That’s what wor¬ 
ries me.” ▼

Barfly’s Delight 


by Mary Richards 

T here has never been a 
show like it. People 
remember the silli¬ 
ness, the dashing 
glamour and provin¬ 
cial, yet somehow professional, 
talent which captured the hearts 
of its audience. Gone, but not 
forgotten. Men Behind Bars 
seemed destined to become a 
legend of San Francisco’s past. 

But in a city like this, such 
unique entertainment couldn’t 
just fade away. So this Labor 
Day Weekend the fabulous, the 
one and only. Men Behind Bars 
(or “The Bartender’s Folly,” as 
it is cheerfully referred to), will 
once again take to the stage of 
its original home. The Victoria 
Theatre. From opening night, 
Friday, September 2nd, through 
Monday, September 5th, audi¬ 
ences will applaud their favorite 
bartenders as they cavort on 
stage in a variety show of outra¬ 
geous proportions. 

Co-producers Mark 

Abramson and Donald Nelson 
absolutely refuse to divulge the 
secrets of this newest version of 
MBB, but they promise it will be 
one of the best. With headline 
talent like humorist Michael 
Greer, the vibrant Gail Wilson, 
and multi-media gender-queen 
Pussy Tourette, all under the 
direction of choreographer 
Wayne Fleisher, how could it be 
anything but. 

Ten years and counting 

Mark Abramson says that 
MBB was conceived by himself 
and the late Jim Cvitanich as an 
event “where people would go 
to see their friends. The whole 
idea that Jim and I started with 
was ‘let’s take all these people 
who’ve never been on stage and 
put them in a professional set¬ 
ting as much as possible. Give 
them real lights, real sound.’” 
Since 1984, when the first show 
hit San Francisco, audiences 
have been treated to sights that 
not only live in memory, but 
videos that have traveled the 
globe. 

Abramson recalls that, “Even 
people who haven’t seen it, have 
heard about it. Those video 
tapes have gone all over the 
world. For the first four years I 
was working at the old Special 
bar on Castro St., people were 
calling me every year because it 
was mentioned on the tape that I 
worked there. They called from 
Amsterdam, Germany, South 
Africa, Australia, Switzerland - 
everywhere you can imagine. 
They called to find out when the 
show was being performed so 
they could plan their vacation 


around it.” 

Men Behind Bars was basi¬ 
cally conceived as an AIDS 
fundraiser, and it continues as 
one today. In fact, after paying 
production expenses, all pro¬ 
ceeds from Men Behind Bars 
’94 will be distributed to the 
Lyon-Martin Women’s Health 
Services and the AIDS 
Emergency Fund. 

Over the years, MBB has 
received a lot of help from its 
friends. Two of them are the 
owners of The Victoria Theatre, 
Robert and Anita Correa. 
Donald Nelson explains, “They 
take no percentage from us at 
all because it’s a benefit. They 
take the theatre fee, which is 
the same as it was in 1988, and 
we can run the bars and take all 
the revenue from them and 
donate it to our beneficiaries. 
We can sell T-shirts and all that 
money goes to the beneficia¬ 
ries, and the whole door, after 
expenses, goes to the beneficia¬ 
ries.” 

Of course it helps to have a 
good reputation, which MBB 
does. Why else would volun¬ 
teers come out of the woodwork 
to assist with every phase of 
production, from choreography 
to costumes? People know that 
MBB is entertainment with a 
proven track record for support¬ 
ing the community. Nelson 
believes in the camaraderie and 
unity produced by MBB\ “We’re 
trying to bring back a sense of 
community involvement, and 
we’ve made people aware that 
we’re interested in their contri¬ 
bution, no matter how small. 
We’ve got people who have just 
contributed one day, and some 
people who have volunteered 
the last eight or nine months 
helping Mark and I put this 
thing together. I would say that 
90 percent of the gay bars in San 
Francisco have contributed in 
some way to this production. 
Everybody has been very sup¬ 
portive.” 

Special preview 
night for PWAs 

The first four Men Behind 
Bars productions had a preview 
night for people with AIDS, and 
this year is no exception. A pre¬ 
view show is planned for 
Thursday night, September 1, at 
8 p.m. and 350 tickets will be set 
aside specifically for PWAs. 
Because the co-producers are 
concerned that free tickets only 
go to the people they were 
meant for, they are asking any¬ 
one with AIDS who wants to see 
the show to contact their service 
organization. 

“We want it made perfectly 
clear,” Nelson says, “that as 
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long as Mark and I are produc¬ 
ers of this show, the people who 
get freebies will be people who 
need them - people who don’t 
have the ability to go out, or feel 
self-conscious about going out 
in public. We want them to be a 
part of this. We understand they 
don’t have a lot of money to 
spend, it’s pricey, and that night 
is their night.” He suggests that 
PWAs contact whatever agency 
they deal with on a day-to-day 
basis, and ask them to make 
arrangements to get tickets for 
themselves and a guest to Men 
Behind Bars. 

Looking at past program 
books for the show it’s obvious 
why the producers are so 
adamant about accommodating 
PWAs. The pages are filled with 
photos of performers who are 
now a memory. Mark

Abramson expresses it well 
when he says, “It’s really hard to 
bring Men Behind Bars back 
because so many people are 
gone. I’d say half the people 
who have been to see this show 


over the last ten years are no 
longer with us, and more than 
half the cast and people 
involved are no longer with us. 
It’s really hard to bring it back, 
but I think we need it.” ▼

Ibat Day at the Quarry 
by Tom Shaw; 

Outbound Press, $8.95 

T he recently pub¬ 
lished S/M novel 
That Day at the 
Quarry describes 
sex as arousingly as 
a do-it-yourself manual describes 
the assembly and operation of a 
complex household gadget, with 
intricately diagrammed instruc¬ 
tions on how to do such cuddly, 
romantic, and snugglesome 
things as mummify one’s slave in 
a cocoon of duct tape and then 
string him up in a cat’s cradle of 
belts and pulleys. Written in the 
first-person, Tom Shaw’s story 
revolves around the abduction of 
a wide-eyed 15-year-old boy by 
two filthy-minded adolescents 
who spirit their prey off to an 
abandoned quarry where they 
desecrate the precious vessel of 
his body by staging a kind of 
botanical orgy. They stick bur¬ 
docks in his nether parts, flog his 
privates with blackberry branch¬ 
es, poke daisies into his orifices, 
and redden his bottom with sun¬ 
flower stalks, until the poor boy 
is left with what Shaw calls - 
excuse me for resorting to the 
graphic language of the novel - 
“sore goodies.” 

One reason that That Day at 
the Quarry fails as pornogra¬ 
phy, let alone as literature, is 
that its three male leads are not 
the sort of golly-gee-whiz 
teenagers that Shaw makes 
them out to be but actually 
exhibit the knowledge and 
expertise of someone you might 
see swinging in a sling on any 
Friday night at Mack’s. Because 
of the implausibility of finding 
these menopausal sadists 
trapped in the hairless bodies of 
pubescent ne’er-do-wells, the 
narrative’s illusion of coercion 
is remarkably thin. 


Quarry is by no means just a typ¬ 
ical example of such outstanding 
specimens of minority fiction as 
Stud Sucker, Truck Stop Slave, 
Bondage and Boyflesh and 
Choice Beef but, in fact, has the 
“moral gravity” of “a particularly 
American work of literature,” a 
“captivity narrative” 
that harks 
back to the 
male-bonding 
rituals repre¬ 
sented in the 
work of Cooper, 
Melville, Twain, 
Whitman, and 
Dreiser. 

The publisher 
has even gone so far 
as to camouflage the 
book as an “artistic” 
classic by splattering 
it with delirious blurbs 
by such acclaimed 
authors as Dale Peck, 
who puts his reputation 
(indeed, his sanity) on the 
line when he insists that the 
book is “superbly written” and 
“tightly crafted,” reading “like 
the bastard child of Ernest 
Hemingway and Anais Nin,” a 
bouncing, rosy-cheeked baby 
screeching for dear life on the 
doorstep of modem gay belles 
lettres. Let us therefore do the 
only humane thing in our power 
and snatch up this squirming 
bundle from its wicker basket, 
gather it lovingly to our 
bosoms, comfort it by cooing 
sweet nothings into its tiny little 
ear, and then, out of respect for 
the memory of two seminal 
writers, its purported mother 
and father, wrap it in duct tape 
and kill it. T 


The victimized narrator 
describes his humiliation with 
such obvious relish that the 
reader is constantly saying to 
himself, like Hamlet’s mother, 
“Methinks the lady doth protest 
too much.” This 
bruised and battered 
adolescent pleads 
for mercy like a 
hapless maiden in 
a slasher film, 
sobbing, “Oh no, 
not that” - not 
the cattle prod, 
not the duct 
tape, not the 
cat-o’ -nine 
tails, and oh 
god, oh 
please, oh 
me, oh my, 
not the 
sunflower 
stalk, the 
burdock vine, 
and the blackberry branch! 

The reader is forced to trans¬ 
late every negative into a positive, 
so that whenever the slave thinks, 
“Oh please, oh no,” we must 
understand him to mean “Oh yes! 
There! Harder!” And whenever 
he shrieks, “Oh god, I beg of 
you!” we must read between the 
lines for what he is really implor¬ 
ing: “More! More! And please 
use the wider strap and try to aim 
a little higher to the right!” 


Delirious hype 

What sets this particular book 
apart from the conventional kind 
of pulp porno sold over the 
counter in a plain brown wrapper 
on Polk Street is not its content 
but its truly audacious preface and 
jacket copy, which present what is 
essentially just kinky wanking 
material as nothing less than a 
Bildungsroman, in which the nar¬ 
rator undertakes an “almost mys¬ 
tical ... journey of self-knowl¬ 
edge.” According to the foreword 
by queer-studies semiotician 
Michael Bronski, That Day at the

F rom the physique 
magazines of the ’50s 
to today’s exercise 
magazines brimming 
with homoerotic pho¬ 
tography, fitness magazines of 
all sorts have enjoyed popular 
success among gay readers. But 
the premiere of Urban Fitness 
opens a new chapter in this his¬ 
tory. It’s the first fitness maga¬ 
zine aimed specifi¬ 
cally at gay and 
lesbian readers. 

“There are a lot 
of fitness maga¬ 
zines out there, 
but none of them 
relate to me as a 
gay man,” says 
Publisher and 
Editor-in-Chief 
Jim Herman. 

Other maga¬ 
zines exclude 
gays in their 
relationship 
columns, 
their health 
sections, 
and even 
in their 
AIDS cov¬ 
erage, says Herman. While 
he hopes straight people will not 
feel similarly excluded by Urban 
Fitness, Herman emphasizes that 
his primary audience is gay men 
and women. “I think this maga¬ 
zine is the perfect match for the 
gay person,” he says. 

Subtle gay perspective aside, 
the full-color glossy offers fairly 
typical fitness fare: nutrition 
information, medical advice, 
and workout regimens. In fact, 
with its slick photography and 
matter-of-fact writing. Urban 
Fitness reads much like any 
other exercise magazine - right 
down to the homogenous-look¬ 
ing models. Ironically, while 
Herman makes many efforts to 
represent women and men 
equally - unusual for any fitness 
magazine, or any gay magazine 
for that matter - Urban Fitness 
still feels like an exercise mag 
for men, with articles for 
women tossed in seemingly as 
an afterthought. Hopefully, 
future issues of the bi-monthly 
will be more gender sensitive 
and racially diverse. 

Herman had no experience in 
writing or publishing when he 
dropped his career as an architect 
last year to develop a gay fitness 
newspaper for his hometown of 
Vancouver. The strong feedback 
he received from sponsors con¬ 
vinced him to expand nationwide. 

“When I started talking to 
advertisers, they thought it was 
a great idea,” says Herman. 
“They make comments like, 
T’ve always wanted to go after 
that niche but never had the 
vehicle to do it.’” 


Queer ads work 

The advertisements are one 
element that sets Urban Fitness 
apart from its competitors. 
Mazda’s two-page ad features 
two women embracing behind 
their car, while Coast Mountain 
Sports includes two men gazing 
deep into each other’s eyes. 

Other advertisers, from 
Mercedes to Naya Spring Water, 
have also chosen gay-specific 
images designed by Urban Fitness 
photographers and editors. 

“We try gay-friendly ads,” 
Herman says. “We say to the client. 


Gays in the 
Jewish Community 

Homosexuality is a pressing 
concern in every branch of 
Judaism today. Witness four 
Jewish magazines that address 
the topic of homosexuality in 
current issues from four distinct 
perspectives. 

The progressive bi-monthly 
Tikkun addresses gay issues 
quite frequently as part of its 
broad-based, left-leaning politi¬ 
cal agenda. But in the current 
issue, the editors inexplicably 
give space to Reuven Kimelman, 
a Jewish Studies professor from 
Brandeis University. 

Kimelman purports to seek a 
common ground between progres¬ 
sive Jews who use words like 
‘choice’ and ‘tolerance’ to open up 
the community to gays, and tradi¬ 
tional Jews who rely on scripture 
and law to prevent such changes 
from happening. Unfortunately, 
Kimelman’s “common ground” is 
in total alignment with die latter 
group, and in total opposition to 
the progressive Jewish movement 
Tikkun espouses. 

He claims that gay couples 
tear at the community’s social 
fabric because they do not bear 
children; of course many gay 
couples do include children, and 
many heterosexual couples do 
not, but Kimelman refuses to let 
logic skew his argument. By 
relying on antiquated notions of 
masculinity and femininity, he 
insists that men need women to 
civilize them and connect them 
to the future; in his complete 
avoidance of lesbians, 
Kimelman fails to speculate why 
women might need men. Finally, 
comparing homosexuality to 
kleptomania, Kimelman main¬ 
tains that sympathy is perhaps in 
order, but not acceptance. 

Tikkun thankfully allows a 
response from Yaakov Levado, 
the pseudonymous Orthodox 
rabbi who wrote in the magazine 
last fall about his personal trials 
as a gay Orthodox Jew. The 
rabbi constructs an argument for 


‘Look, you’re putting an ad in a gay 
magazine, don’t put a man and a 
woman in it’ So far we’ve had a 
great response from the companies. 
They were quite willing to do it” 
While the magazine has 
increased gay visibility in its 
articles and advertisements. 
Urban Fitness ironically uses far 
less homoerotic imagery than 
“mainstream” fitness magazines. 
While magazines like Exercise 
for Men Only or Men's Exercise 
routinely feature nearly-naked 
hunks holding strategically 
placed dumb- 
bells 


over 
their 
bulging 
spandex 
shorts, 
Herman 
insists that 
Urban 
Fitness does 
not intend to 
sell copies 
based on 
cover photos 
alone. 

“If you’re look¬ 
ing for soft 
pom, you won’t 
find it in Urban 
Fitness," Herman 
stresses. “You 
can go buy those damn 
‘straight’ ones.” 


gay family values within a 
Jewish context to counter 
Kimelman’s fear of moral decay. 
Levado, hardly a cheerleader for 
radical gay politics, further 
attacks Kimelman’s insidious 
political argument, noting that 
the professor deliberately relies 
on community concerns rather 
than scriptural edicts in order to 
sway even secular Jews into the 
anti-gay camp. 

Step to the right 

Several steps to the right of 
Tikkun is Moment, a 
Washington-based Jewish 
bimonthly. In the August issue, 
Jewish Theological Seminary 
professor Jack Wertheimer 
laments the increasing diversity 
of the Jewish community. 
Worried that Judaism will 
become a “cafeteria religion” 
where Jews choose to observe 
only the laws they like, 
Wertheimer is skeptical specifi¬ 
cally of recent gay advances. 

“Advocates of change regard¬ 
ing the religious status of gays 
argue their case in the name of 
equality,” he writes. “They give 
no credence to the views of those 
who regard Jewish tradition as 
an eternal guide for behavior, 
and not merely a product of its 
time and place.” 

Expanding the debate beyond 
religious tradition versus secular 
equality. Rabbi Harold Schulweis 
argues for personal compassion in 


the summer issue of Reform 
Judaism magazine. Schulweis’ 
interactions with gay congregants 
have forced him to examine his 
own thoughts on homosexuality. 
He maintains that Jewish law is liv¬ 


ing and flexible, and that since laws 
against homosexuality are based on 
the notion that sexuality is chosen, 
increasing evidence thk sexuality 
is innate demands revision of tradi¬ 
tional scriptural interpretations. ▼

tender words. 

How did you determine that 
the authors in your anthology 
were lesbian when according to 
literary history, or their own 
estimation, they were not? 

Many of the women in the 
book would not have called 
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themselves lesbians. Some did¬ 
n’t even have that word avail¬ 
able to them. I use it to describe 
powerful, intense emotional, or 
sexual relationships between 
women. In the 19th century, 
with the emergence of sexolo¬ 
gists who defined the sexual 
invert, I think a lot of women 
would have called themselves 
congenital inverts, or they 
would have seen themselves as 
having a congenital anomaly. 
They wouldn’t have described 
themselves as lesbian. 
Nevertheless, they wrote about 
their love for other women. 
Often they wrote about gender 
dysphoria, because they really 
felt they were men trapped in 
women’s bodies. Many were 
married to men. Before the suc¬ 
cess of the feminist movement 
in the second part of the 18th 
century most women had to 
marry, if only for economic rea¬ 
sons. 

So the so-called Boston mar¬ 
riage was an exception because 
it involved women of the upper 
classes? 

We can describe them as 
middle class, for they were not 
necessarily wealthy. Many of 
them saw themselves as profes¬ 
sional women. I have included 
several writers who were in 
Boston marriages. But I have 
also included a lot of bisexual or 
lesbian writers from the first 
half of the 20th century who 
were almost invariably married, 
like Vita Sackville West, 
Virginia Woolf, Carson 
McCullers, Jane Bowles. In 
many cases they married for a 
front, a disguise, or for compan¬ 
ionship and stability. I got mar¬ 
ried when I was 17 to a man 
who was twice my age. He was

niece, Martha Dickinson- 
Bianci. It was published in the 
1930s. I saw that there were 
some very affectionate letters to 
Martha’s mother before she 
became Emily Dickinson’s sis¬ 
ter-in-law. She had been Sue 
Gilbert. These letters were very 
short, like notes and I thought 
that they could not be complete, 
so I began searching for the 
whole letters. In a more recent 
volume, a scholar’s edition of 
Emily Dickinson’s letters, I dis¬ 
covered that Martha Dickinson- 
Bianci had completely 
butchered Emily’s letters to Sue. 
She took out everything that 
could be construed as passion¬ 
ate. From there I knew that 
Emily Dickinson’s niece felt 
that there was something to be 
hidden and I knew that there 
must be poetry to look for. I 
found dozens of lesbian poems. 

What was the response to 
your “outing" Emily 
Dickinson? 

My paper on Dickinson’s let¬ 
ters to Sue Gilbert was pub¬ 
lished in 1976, and for awhile it 
was totally ignored. Now, most 
biographies of Dickinson deal 
with the fact that she loved 
women as well as men. 

Why does your book not 
extend further back than the 
17th century? 

I don’t go beyond the 17th 
century because what I’m really 
interested in is tracing literary 
traditions, like the tradition of 
romantic friendship, or that of 
the sexual invert, the man 
trapped in a woman’s body. 

Were you able to include all 
the material you wanted to in 
the anthology? 

Most of it, but there are still 
some literary executors who 
worry about “besmirching” the 
reputation of the writer they are 
in charge of, as in the case of 
Edna St. Vincent Millay’s 
executor. I wanted to use some 
of her poems, and I wrote to the 
executor, explaining the context 
of my book. She wrote back, 
“Miss Millay did not write les¬ 
bian poetry. She wrote poetry 
pure and simple. You may not 
use these poems for your anthol¬ 
ogy.” Well, among her pure and 
simple poetry were poems such 
as one called “Evening on 
Lesbos.” I quote those lines in 
the introduction. To hell with 
the executor: “Twice having 
seen your shingled heads 
adorable side by side, the onyx 
and the gold, I know that I have 
had what I could not hold.” T

gay and I knew I was a lesbian. 
But somehow I had gotten it 
into my head that lesbian rela¬ 
tionships couldn’t be stable and 
that this marriage would be sta¬ 
ble. Of course it wasn’t. We 
lived together for about eight 
months and we stayed married 
for three or four years. Since 
then I’ve been in lesbian rela¬ 
tionships that have been 
extremely stable, but somehow I 
couldn’t believe that in 1957. 

How did earlier generations 
look at the concept of romantic 
friendship? 

Until the late 19th century 
women could seldom support 
themselves. If you were a work¬ 
ing-class woman, you could be 
a servant, work in a factory or 
be a prostitute. As a middle- 
class woman you could be a 
governess. So to society it didn’t 
matter what women did when 
they were young because they 
had to get married anyway. In 
1849 the American writer Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow wrote 
about two “romantic friends” 
and he calls the love these 
women had for each other a 
‘rehearsal in girlhood for the 
great drama of woman’s life’, 
meaning marriage. After 1849 
women in England and the U.S. 
were permitted into higher edu¬ 
cation and slowly into middle- 
class jobs which would make 
them independent. What used to 
be a rehearsal now could be the 
great drama itself. 

How did the women in these 
relationships feel about them¬ 
selves and their companions? 

I guess a lot of those roman¬ 
tic relationships were sensual 
but not sexual. And if you have 
no word for what you’re doing, 
maybe you just block it out of 
your mind, or think of it as some 
nighttime behavior, something 
like dreams. Or maybe you sus¬ 
pect that you and your lover are 
the only ones like that in the 
whole world. There is a famous 
story about Queen Victoria: In 
1885 she was signing a bill 
which would sentence homo¬ 
sexual men to 10 years of hard 
labor. One member of 
Parliament asked her if she did¬ 
n’t want to include women 
who’d had carnal relations with 
women. The Queen responded 
simply, “There is no such 
thing!” 

How did you find Emily 
Dickinson’s unpublished letters 
and poems? 

One day I picked up a vol¬ 
ume of her letters edited by her

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Duo Goes Bronze At 
National Championships

While the boys were busy 
winning medals at Gay Games 
IV in New York, two of the San 
Francisco Track and Field 
Club’s best runners remained in 
California, preparing for the 
USA Track and Field National 
Masters Championships. 

“It was a difficult decision to 
make,” said Michele Lewis, 
who stayed behind to train with 
teammate Valerie Scott. “I had 
gone to the Vancouver Gay 
Games in 1990 and had a won¬ 
derful time. But financially, 
doing both events this year was¬ 
n’t possible. Valerie and I ran at 
Nationals for the first time last 
year and decided to try to 
improve on our experience 
there.” 

Although the Gay Games 
only come along once every 
four years, the U.S. Track and 
Field Championships provide a 
more elite and challenging 
competition. Over 1300 athletes 
from the USA and some foreign 
countries participated at this 
year’s event, held August 11 
through 14, in Eugene, Oregon. 

“We haven’t attended the 
Nationals in quite awhile,” 
coach Frank Demby said of the 
rest of the SF Track and Field 
Club. “We were excited when 
Valerie and Michele competed 
there last year and we knew 
they were going to do a fine job 
again this season.” 

“It was tough training without 
the rest of the team,” Lewis con¬ 
fided. “But we really got inspired 
by all of San Francisco’s perfor¬ 
mances at the Games in New 
York. It made us more deter¬ 
mined and confident about what 
we needed to do in Eugene.” 

And what they did was 
superb! Lewis and Scott each 
captured a bronze medal (no 
easy feat over four arduous days 
of world-class competition) and 
they achieved All-American 
status with their marks in the 
100 meters. 

Scott is not known for her 
100-meter speed, but she sur¬ 
prised herself and the rest of the 
field as she flew out of the 
blocks and went on to capture 
the bronze medal in that event 
with a clocking of 13.4 seconds. 
Lewis finished 5th at 13.7 and 
both times were better than the 
All-American standard of 13.8 
for their age group, earning 
them an* additional honor. 

Lewis earned her bronze 
medal in the 200 meters in a 
tight finish, losing out to the 
first-place finisher by 1/10th of 
a second and nipping teammate 
Scott (who finished 4th) by the 
same margin. 

In the 400 meters, Scott fin¬ 
ished 7th by improving her 
qualifying time by almost two 
seconds to 66.7, while Lewis 
finished respectable 8th in the 
event, something she hadn’t 
seriously considered running 
until a few months ago; 

“We knew from last year that 
the competition at the Nationals 
was going to be tough, “ 
explained Lewis. “But after the 


Los Gatos meet in June we real¬ 
ized we were on track to peak at 
the appropriate time. While the 
rest of the team was gearing up 
for New York, we were trying to 
stay fresh until August.” 

They worked hard outside 
the limelight of the Gay Games, 
with increased sets of drills, sit- 
ups, push-ups, weight training, 
dieting, speed work, block 
starts, and everything else need¬ 
ed to bring them up to par with 
the Nation’s best runners. 

“We were really pleased,” 
noted Scott, who added a gold 
medal to her bronze with a siz¬ 
zling second leg for the Western 
region’s winning 4x100 relay 
squad. Lewis sat out the relays 
nursing a hamstring injury that 
flared up during the finals of the 
100 meters, but managed to 
hold together through the end of 
the competition. 

Said coach Demby, “Just 
like New York, this was another 


example of the commitment our 
team members have. Valerie 
and Michele proved we can do 
just as well in a non-gay envi¬ 
ronment, such as Nationals, as 
we can at the Gay Games. 
Hopefully next year we’ll have 
more representatives from the 
team participating at the 
National Masters 

Championships.” 

Next on the schedule for the 
SF Track and Field Club is the 
NorCal Seniors Track Classic 
on September 10th at UC 
Berkeley. The team finishes the 
1994 season at the Club West 
Masters meet in Santa Barbara 
on October 8th. ▼

T he Bud Light Golden Gate 
Classic Tournament Committee 
will present the third in a series 
of mini no-tap bowling tourna¬ 
ments on Saturday, August 27 at 
Japantown Bowl. 

Having sponsored one singles and one 
doubles tournament, the committee’s third 
event will be a trios team competition 
called, “Menage a Trois Trio.” The tourna¬ 
ment will feature the same no-tap format, in 
which nine pins equals a strike. Squad 
times will be 12:00 and 2:30 p.m. 

An optional doubles event allows 
bowlers to pair their scores from their trios 
with any number of partners. This added 
twist, seen in the committee’s past two 
events, has meant big money for some par¬ 
ticipants who have signed up with as many 
as six doubles partners in just one squad 
and cashed with up to four.

S hortly after midnight 
last Saturday night at 
Fantasy ’94 at The 
Max bar in Omaha, 
Nebraska, after thou¬ 
sands of dollars were raised for 
the Leather Archives & 
Museum in Chicago and 
Omaha’s Citizens for Equal 
Protection, Inc., former 
International Ms. Leather Amy 
Marie Meek announced that she 
had been offered by the 
International Ms. Leather Inc. 
Board in San Francisco, the 
ownership of the International 
Ms. Leather title and that she 
had accepted the offer. 

The present incumbent, Anne 
“Spencer” Bergstedt of Seattle, 
has agreed to serve with the title 
for six months longer than the 
usual one-year incumbency (until 
September 1995). The first con¬ 
test under the aegis of the new 
owner(s) will take place in 
Chicago on Labor Day weekend. 
Annually on Labor Day weekend, 
the contest will be held in various 
other cities. Ms. Meek jokingly 
stated that the contest itself would 


never be held in Omaha. 

Amy cited the “bum out” of 
San Francisco’s IMsL. board

Meanwhile back here, brick¬ 
bats as well as roses are already 
being hurled at the board of 
directors of IMsL., Inc. for this 
move, which has shocked loyal 


San Francisco leather people 
who have diligently supported 
IMsL, Inc. Unfortunately the 
Board thought that that support 
was not enough. And apparently 
the decision to abandon IMsL. 
was kept secret because of the 
repercussions that would have 
surely developed. I’m sure you’ll 
hear more about this in the 
future. Let me be the first to con¬ 
gratulate and extend best wishes 
for success to Amy Marie Meek 
and her loyal supporters on their 
willingness to undertake this 
major event, not just for personal 
aggrandizement, but to continue 
a tradition that serves not only 
leather/SM people, but the com¬ 
munity as a whole.

Lesbomania 



by Jorjet Harper; 
New Victoria, $9.95 


T he one significantly wrong 
aspect of life in the Bay Area 
has been, to my way of think¬ 
ing, the absence of Jorjet 
Harper’s column in any of 
our local papers. Thanks to New 
Victoria, however, that lack has been 
remedied with a collection of Harper’s 
columns from Chicago Outlines. 
Lesbomania, the column and the col¬ 
lection, is as funny and astute a look 
at our lesbian lives as I have read in a 
long time. Consider her take on out¬ 
ing: “I’d like to see Oprah Winfrey 
dispel rumors that she’s a lesbian by 
telling the press, 'Well, no, I’m not 
a lesbian, though I realize that peo¬ 
ple might think so because I’m 
such an independent, self-assured, 
charming, intelligent woman.’” 

When Harper contemplates not 
attending the Michigan 
Women’s Music Festival, her 
anxiety leads to the creation of 
a whole new kind of guilt, 

“Michig-angst.” Jorjet Harper 
reminds us, with superb writ¬ 
ing and delightful wit, that the 
reason to be a lesbian is for 
the sheer joy of it. ▼
